One of the principal features is known as 
“The Veneration of the Cross,” and the 
crucifix was being removed frum the altar 
to the steps, where the clergy, acolytes and 
congregation advance in pairs, prostrate 
themselves and kiss the figure of Christ.

Viewing Zola’s Case.

Zola and Pereux, thus re- 
opening the Dreyfus affair, is considered to 
be a most serious step, and one which will 
inevitably evoke feelings more dangerous 
even than those of the last trial, probably 
leading to mob violence. It will be difficult, 
it is said, to keep the army, which con- 
siders itself affronted by civil law, which 
the bounds of the constitution, and it also 
creates a perilous situation for the ministry 
on the eve of elections. 


DRAMATIC CRITIC APOLOGIZEs. 


Controversy Between Clement Scctt 
and Theatrical People Adjusted. 
London, April 9.—The controversy between 
Clement Scott, the dramatic critic, and the 
theatrical people of this part of the world, 
arising from Scott’s reflections upon the 
virtue of actresses, in an-interview in De- 
cember last, has been settled by an abject 
— upon the part of Scott last Thurs- 

ay. 

The dramatic critic stirred up the storm 
referred to in an interview prepared for a 
publication entitled ‘Great Thoughts.” 
Among the remarks attributed to Scott 
Was that it was nearly impossible for a 
woman who adopts the stage as a -profes- 
sion to remain pure. He is said to have 
added that ‘the freedom of life, speech and 
gesture, behind the curtain, renders it al- 
most impossible for a woman to preserve 
that simplicity’ of manner which is her 
greatest charm.”’ 

In his apology Scott says: 

“I suggest the words published and which 
have evidently given such offense, were spo- 
ken at a moment of great mental strain, 
when surroundings were such as to pre- 
vent me from clearly appreciating the dis- 
tress they were likely to cause,” 

It is believed Sir Henry Irving will accept 
the apology, and that the matter will be 
allowed to drop. The controversy had 
grown in bitterness, the managers combin- 
ing to keep Scott out of their theaters, while 
dozens of appealing and threatening let- 
ters were sent to The Dally Telegraph, by 
which paper Scott was employed, asking for 


his discharge. 

Finally the matter was taken up by the 
actor’s association in its corporate capac- 
ity, and was to be debated at a special 
meeting on April 19th, Scott, in the mean- 
time appealing to the institute of journal- 
ists to see that he got fair play.

GERMANS LISTEN 
FOR THE FIRST GUN 


Berlin Press Declares War Between Spain 
and America Inevitable. 


ISSUE CAN’T BE RECONCILED 


Some Papers Incline Toward United 
States, Others Toward Spain. 


KAISER WANTS 10 TAKE SAMOA 


Emperor’s Subjects Are Watching the 
Changes Occurring Daily.

Berlin, April §£.—Al news of the Spanish- 
American crisis is anxiously watched in 
Germany, as the opening of actual hostili- 
tles is expected and Germay interests, es- 


pectally her commercial interests, are in- 


volved. 

The newspapers, although atill hoping that 
peace will not be broken, are beginning to 
discuss the probable effect of war upon 
trade. Public opinion is much divided, 
many of the papers expressing the opinion 
that the United States ought to be satis- 
fled with the concession Spain hag offered, 
others declaring, however, that the United 
States is right in demanding the absolute 
independence of Cuba as the only means of 
preventing a recurrence of the disturbance 
and quieting the just indignation in Amer- 
lca at Spanish misrule. 


Issues Can’t Be Reconciled. 


Hardly anybody in political circles doubts 
that war is coming, the points at issue be- 
tng deemed irreconcilable, although every 
paper does full justice to President Mc- 
Kinley’s moderation and evident desire for 
peace. The national conservative papers 
have taken occasion to point out that in 
the event of war Germany ought to seize 
the opportunity to attain objects which her 
politicians have been aiming at for years. 

The Deutsche Zeitung, the leading organ 
of this party, expresses the hope that the 
German foreign office ts arranging to ‘‘ap- 
propriate Samoa, drive the Americans from 
there and take possession of one or more 
of the Antilles, if possible, the Danish 
tslands, as Germany, after Cuba has be- 
come American or independent, will re- 
quire a coaling station in those waters for 
her navy and merchant marine.” 

It is learned at the foreign office here 
that the Cannamaba incident has been 
satisfactorily settled, Spain agreeing to pay 
450,000 pesetas damages for the destruction 
of German property and the Hyves taken 
by the insurgents in that part of Cuba. In 
consequence of this settlement, the Ger- 
man warship Geier has been ordered to 
Brazil tnstead of going to Havana for the 
purpose of collecting an indemnity and 
punishing the perpetrators of the outrage. 
The newspapers, however, call. upon the 
government to send at least one warship 
to protect German interests in case of hos- 
tilities, and it is understood the navy de- 
partment has instructed the officials at 
Kiel to send a vessel across the Atlantic. 


Germany Will Remain Neutral. 


In the event of an outbreak the official 
attitude of Germany will not be changed. 
Under no circumstances will she depart 
from the strictest neutrality. 

The Spanish ambassador here, Senor Men- 
denez de Vigo, made another attempt dur- 
ing the past week to secure Germany's 
Mtervention or mediation, while Emperor 
Francis Joseph of Austria renewed his 
personal and confidential solicitation on 
the same subject: with Emperor William. 
Germany, however, has taken up the po- 
gition that the question concerns the United 
States and Spain only and unless both 
these countries ask German mediation or 
good offices any steps in the matter would 
be useless. 

[It is said upon exceptional authority that 
the queen regent its the initiator of the 
movement to enlist the pope in Spain's 
behalf and Emperor Francis Joseph aided 
her, but Emperor William warned them 
that the step was likely to meet the de- 
cided disapproval of the majority of the 
Americans. 

A diplomat of the Spanish embassy, in 
an interview, said: 


Spain Ready To Act. 


“Spain is ready for war if it comes. 
While {t is true a large number of the 
Spanish people are anxious for war, the 
government is trying to avoid it. In the 
event of war the Spantards can be de- 
pended upon to stand by the queen regent 
and young king in spite of all the demo- 
cratic conspiring which is going on. It 
would be cuwardly for them to act other- 
wise. The yankee republic will find the 
present generation of Spain as chivalrous 
as their forefathers.” 

Lieutenant A. FP. Niblack, the United 
®Gtates naval attache here and at Rome, 
is awaiting orders to proceed to Italy 
again. 

Commander Willard H. Brownson, the 
agent of the United States navy depart- 
ment in Europe, has authority to in- 
atruct the United States naval attaches 
in Europe according to the situation and 
they may all be recalled home. 

On atrictly reliable authority, it is learn- 
ei all the United States naval attaches 
have been ordered to end their negotia- 
tions for the purchase of warships, mu- 
nitions of war, etc. The reason for this 
is that the time is regarded as too short 
to allow for the transportation to the United 
States of the purchases before war is de- 
clared. The same authority says heavy 
purchases have been made of war mate- 
rial, the nature of which is kept a pro- 
¢gound secret, but which, in the event of 
hostilities, will play @ most important 


role. 
Kaiser Goes to Palestine. 


A member of Emperor William’s house 
hold furnishes some interesting details of 
his majesty’s trip to Palestine. He has 
finally decided to leave the empress be- 
hind. Her physician forbade horseback 
riding, and as driving in Palestine is im- 
possible, she had to relinquish her trip. 
The emperor’s programme, besides the ded- 
jcation of the German church at Jerusa- 


lem, includes laying the corner stone of 


the German school, parsonage and hospital. 
The latter will be erected on the ruins 
of the Muristan, in the heart of Jerusa- 
lem. 

The important task which the emperor 
has undertaken ts to regain for the Ro- 
man Catholics the possession of the Coe- 
naculum in Zion, ‘the chamber of the last 
eupper.”’ 

The sultan has intimated his willingness 
to meet the wishes of the emperor in 
this matter and the pope has sent his 
German majesty an autograph letter warm- 
ly thanking him for this -new proof of 
his interest in the eternal welfare of the 
Christian church, 

A curious insect, called the nonnenraupe, 
is threatening the emperor’s fine estate at 
Rominten. A whole battalion of soldiers 
from Koenigsberg, has been working for 
weeks past in des oylgg the insect. 


Roman quities. 


The emperor and empress are greatly 
interested in the excavation of Roman an- 
tiquities at Homburg. His majesty has 
ordered the old Roman camp to be re- 
stored.

London, April 9.—There is quite a scare 
here in regard to the dangers British com- 
merce will be exposed to in the event of 
war, but at the admiralty and at the war 
office it is claimed that the fears expressed 
are practically groundless. It is pointed 
out that though the belligerents are not 
bound by the treaty of Paris, the belliger- 
ents’, action in regard to neutrals would 
be determined by quite other considera- 
tions. If Spain searched British veasels for 
American goods, it is believed she would 
bring on herself something stronger than 
& protest. 

There !s considerable criticism in shipping 
centers on the subject of the declaration 
made by the attorney general, Sir Richard 
Webster, in the house of commons on Tues- 
day, shipping people holding that his legal 
doubts regarding the rigit to search or cap- 
ture neutral vessels would render seizures 
certain, thus placing British shippers in a 
precarious position. 
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GLADSTONE GIVES UP WRITING. 
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Old English Statesman Continues To 
Take Leave of Friends. 

London, April 9.—Mr. Gladstone has final- 
ly become resigned to the abandonment 
of his work, and though it has deeply 
erieved him, he will give up writing his 
biography and will end his six months de- 
voted to it on “The Early Fathers.” 

In a letter to his publishers, couched in a 
spirit of heroic resignation, Mr. Gladstone 
says he is no longer able to read or write. 
The old statesman continues his affectionate 
leave-takings of old friends. To one of the 
latter Mr. Gladstone galid: 


“No doubt, I have suffered a good deal 
during the last six months, but then I had 
176 months almost without pain.”’ 


Roywi Separation Arranged. 


London, April 9.—A permanent separa- 
tion is being arranged between ihe grand 
duke and grand duchess of Hesse. Queen 
Victoria sides with the grand duchess, who 
is her grandchild, being a daughter of the 
duke of Saxe-Coburg and Gotha, otherwise 
the duke of Edinburgh. 


Zola’s Second Trial. 


Paris, April 3.—It has been decided that 
the second trial of M. Emile Zola, result- 
ing from the civil suits brought by the 
nmiembers of the Esterhazy courtmartial 
gg@ainst the author, damages for lidel being 
asked for, will take place after the elec- 
tions.

2,000 DERVISHES KILLED 


Anglo-Bgyptian Troops Lost Heavily 
in the Engagement. 


FEARLESS CHARGE WAS MADE 


English Officers and Soldiers Die 
Driving the Enemy from a 


Strong Position. 


Cairo, April §.—The Anglo-Egyptian force « 


returned to Abadar last evening, and the 
wounded were placed in hospitals under 
tents. All the troops will return to their 
quarters on the Nile, 

The forces of Mahmoud Pasha are com- 
pletely broken up, part of them are fleeing 
toward Atbara, and others in the direction 
of the Nile. The thickness of the brush 
rendered pursuit of them by the Egyptian 
cavalry and horse battery difficult. The 
bodies of 2,000 dervishes, including those of 
twelve important emirs, have been count- 
ed, among the number being the former 
emir of Dongola. It is believed 1,000 other 
members of Mahmoud’s army were killed. 
Ten guns and a quantity of rifles were 
captured. 

Mahmoud says Ais army consisted of 
12,000 infantry and 4,000 cavalry. 

Mahmoud’s zariba, rifle pits and entrench- 
ments are literally chock full of dead, while 
the ground outside the zariba on the south 
side, is covered with hundreds of bodiea, 

The most striking feature of the engage- 
ment was the picturesque storming of the 
zariba. General Hunter himself, cheering 
with helmet in hand, led the Soudanese and 
Egyptian troops to the zariba. They lost 
heavily in the rush. In recognition of their 
signal gallantry, the sirdar, General] Sir 
Herbert Kitchener, provisionally promoted 
on the field at the close of the battle the 
sergeant major of each native battalion 
rank. Major General Galacre led the Brit- 
ish brigade, and accompanied by Private 
Cross, of the Cameron Highiandecrs, were 
the first to reach the zariba. Private Cross 
bayoneted a big dervish who was aim- 
ing point blank at General Galacre. Piper 
Stewart, while leading the Cameron High- 
landers, was killed, seven bullets passing 
through hig body. 

The last words of Captain Urquhart, of 
the Cameron Highlanders, who was among 
those kilied, were: 

‘‘Never mind me, lads, go on.” 

The sirdar, after the battle, said to Colo- 
nel Money, referring to the_ slow, steady 
advance of the Cameron Highlanders under 
the withering dervish fire: “It was one 
of the finest feats performed for many 
years. You ought to be proud of such a 
regiment.” 

The Soudanese troops celebrated the vic- 
tory by singing, dancing and drum beating. 


MAY BAR SCULLER TEN EYCK. 


Henley Stewards Are Inclined Not To 
Acmit the American. 

London, April 9.—The Henley stewards 
met on Wednesday to consider the foreign 
entries, other than the continental. No 
American eight was entered.

There is considerable feeling against him,

MKINLEY SPLITS. 
WITH SECRETARY 


President Will Let His Die 
Secretary Qut at Once, 


RUPTURE BETWEEN THEM 


It Is Sald That Porter Has Been Giving 
Away Executive News, 


SUCCESSOR =HAS «BEEN SELECTED 


James Boyle, Who Served McKinley 
When He Was Governor of Ohio 
and Who Is Now Consul at 
Liverpool, Will Take 
Porter’s Place. 


Washington, April 9.—(Special.)\—Addison 
Porter, President MeKinley’s private sec. 
retary, is to resign in @ few days, and 
will be succeeded by James Boyle, who 
was President McKinley’s private secretary 
when he was governor of Ohio, and is 
now United States consul at Liverpool, 
England. | 

There has been a break between the 
president and his private secretary rela- 
tive to giving out some executive news, 
and in view of the approaching hostilities 
he degires a tried secretary in charge of 
these matters. 

The president's message will be sent to 
congress on Monday and will be accom- 
panied by the voluminous reports of United 
States ¢onsuls stationed in Cuba which 
have been accumulating for many months. 
During the day the president conferred 
with a number of congressional leaders as 
to the form of the resolution to be passed 
by congress following the presentation of 
his message. It is now practically decided 
to separate intervention and independence, 
A resolution will be passed speedily, con- 
fined to simple intervention, leaving the 
question of independence to be determined 
by subsequent action of congress. This is 
in accordance with the president's ex- 
pressed desire. 

The military and naval preparations con- 
tinue with unabated activity and the strate- 
gic experts are formulating prospective 
plans of campaign. It seems to Be tie 
accepted view among these experts that it 
will not be necessary to extend the cam- 
paign beyond the island of Cuba uniess 
Spain assumes an aggressive attitude, in 
which case the pperations of the United 
States military and naval forces will be 
extended to the Spanish port of Porto 
Rico, the Philippines, ene Canaries, and 
possibly Spain itself. 

Two of the Spanish cruisers which have 
been with the fleet at Cadiz have left that 
place for the Cape de Verde islands,, where 
one of the torpedo fleets is stationed. They 
are the Cristobal Colon and the Infants 
Maria Teresa, both armored . cruisers. 

The information in possession of the navy 
department is that only a portion of the 
original torpedo float that left Spain and 
the Canaries, presumably for Porto Rico, 
reached the Cape de Verde islands. A ru 
mor was circulated at the navy depaft- 
ment today that Captain Sampson's squad- 
ron at Key West had sailed from that 
place. Secretary Long, when appealed te 
about the matter, refused to discuss it if 
any way.

GEORGIA CAPITAL STILL ON WAR MAP 


Goldiers Moving Toward the Coa3t Are. 
Sure To Pass Through the South- 
ern Metropolis, Where a 
Great Camp Will Be 
Kept Up. 


By Jos: Ohl. 
9.—(SpecilaL}—Despite 
the order of the general of the army se- 
lecting Chickamauga park as the place 
for the gathering together of troops that 
may g0 south, it is the general idea in the 
war department and among the army of- 
fictals that Atlanta is bound to be the 
most important point in the country when 
war comes with Spain. That is, of course, 
so far aa the army is concerned. 

Chickamauga park will be used for the 

drilling and maneuvering of troops, if they 
are to be held at any point for some time, 
but Atlanta will at ell times be the pivotal 
point from which troops will be moved 
and where many of them are sure to be 
gathered. 
, General Graham’s recommendation of 
Atlanta reached the department officials to- 
day, I am told, though none of them will 
discuss the matter. It is understood that 
Adjutant General Corbin has been the 
strongest factor in the selection of Chick- 
amauga park, though, of course, the fact 
that the government has @ great reserva- 
tion there is, of itself, the principal argu- 
ment in its favor. 3 

It was told in the office of the rd- 
jutant general today that all the plans 
which have been laid for the trans- 
portation of troops have been made 
with reference to Atlanta. 

The officials of the war department, like 
the officials of the navy department, are 
very chary about giving out any news 
for publication. They will say nothing ex- 
cept that the orders with regard to Chick- 
amauga park have not been changed. One 
of them, however, in commenting upon 
the report from Atlanta of General Grta- 
ham’s recommendation said to me: 

“The fact is, that if any troops are 
sent south, there is every reason to 
believe that they will be sent to At- 
lanta first. It is impossible to say 
what plan .of campaign will be fol- 
lowed, but it is probable most of the 
regular army and militia that are sent 
south will be sent to Atlanta. They 
may not stay very long, but they will 
be sent there. That is to be the ccn- 
tral Point.” 

It is the idea of the department to have 
also a militia camp somewhere near Wash- 
ington, where the militia companies from 
the eastern states will be mobilized. The 
companies from the western and southern 
states will be taken. to Atlanta. Perhaps 
if there is any large numbers of green 
volunteers; and if it is deemed wise by 
the officials of the army to teach them the 
rudiments of their work before they are 
taken to Cuba, these will be gathered at 
Chickamauga park. om 

The army is ready. The officers 
are only waiting for next week to 


come. 


It has been reported that the comman- 
dants of the several posts have been given 
orders to start their troops southward on 
Sunday hight, but at the war department 
this is denied. If this is true, these troops 
may go first to Chickamauga park to await 
there the developments of the campaign 
up to that stage when their services will 
be required. 

Everybody believes that the navy is to 
be given the first show at fighting and 
the army’s part is to come later. 

General Miles has recommended to the 
Secretary of war that two companies of the 
Twenty-fifth infantry be sent at once to 


Key West for any service they may be 
Called. upon to perform there. These are 


the colored troops that were first ordered 
to Dry Tortugas, but were stopped be- 
cause of the lack of water on the island. 
The idea is to have two of the companies 
proceed at once to Key West, while the 
others go to Chickamauga park. 
Georgians Ready for War. 

Im case war is declared, there is strong 
probabilities of the second-class at the 
naval academy being graduated in June of 
this year instead of next year. No order 
to that effect has yet been issued, but it is 
the understandine about the navy depart- 
ment and among the friends of the cadets 
that this wil) be done, 

In the first class, which has just been 
graduated several months ahead of the 
regular date, there are two Georgia boys, 
Walter G. Roper, of the fourth district, 
and Fletcher L. Sheffield, of the second, 
while tn the gecond Class there are two 
more Georgians, Welborn C. Wood, cf the 
ninth. and Howell Woodward, of the fifth.

There are some people in Washington 
willing to bet that there will be no message 
on Monday. They are basing their opinions 
on the many disappointments to which they

Indications are, however, against further 
delay. Senators who saw the president to- 
day and talked with him on the subject 
Say that the situation is absolutely the 
een it was yesterday.

end of the line to warrant the belief that 
there has been any material change in the 
situation, or can be any. 

It has been another quiet day in Wash- 
ington, so far as outward appearances go, 
Official Washington has devoted itself 
principally to speculation as to what the 
action of congress will be. 

There are all sort of evidences that 
the republicans who have been crying 
loudest for recognition of the Cuban 
republic are being whipped into line 
to an indorsement of: the administra- 
tion policy of armed intervention with- 
out recognition of independence. 

The president seems to have secured the 
active aid to this end of Senator Davis, 
chairman of the seaite committee on for- 
eign relations, and Senator Devis has been 
devoting himself to missionary work upon 
those republican membcrs of the house 
who have talked so much about breaking 
away: These people have developed .such 
a habit of aNowing themselves to be driven 
that it would not be at aj) surprising to see 
them supporting any policy which the 
president may outline, though up to this 
time they have been condemning that 
policy. 

The present situation is widely discussed 
in diplomatic circles and there has been 
a great deal of cabling back and forth 
between the lecation here and the capitals 
of Eurcpe. Diplomats, knowing the versa- 
tility of Spain, are inclined to expect some 
develor ments between now and Monday 
which may have the effect of staying the 
president or ccngress. 

Just what this can be they do nct 
say, but they evidently believe that 
the limit of diplomatic negotiations 
has by no means been reached yet. 

Some of them indicate that a new turn 
may even take the shape of a request for 
delay from the queen regent herself to the 
president, but others are inclined to the 
Opinion that the only thing that can stay 
this courtry is the uniteq action of the 
pope and the powers of Europe upon Spain 
to force her to give up Cuba. Nobody be- 
lieves that this latter can be accomplished. 

There is every indication tonight that 
the programme will be departed from and 
that the message, which will come Mon- 
day, will bring prompt action on Tuesday 
or Wednesday looking to war.

AVENCE THE DEATH 


UF THE MAINE MEN 


Americans Do Not Want a War 
Of Intervention Only 


—— 


THEY REMEMBER DEAD SEAMEN 


Play of Politicians Who Figure on Cuban 
Bends Wont Figure In It 


SENTIMENT WILL CUT A FIGURE 


It Is Patriotism, Pure and Simple, 
That Actuates the Rank and File 
of the People in the Pend- 
ing Trouble with the 
Spaniards.

Washington, April 9.—(Special.)—‘‘Remem- 
ber the Maine!" When the order comes 
for the flying squadron to move out from 

lampton Roads and do battle with the 
Spanish foe, Commodore Schley has sald 
that he will signal the ships under his com- 
mand— 

“Remember the Maine!” 

With the ranking rear admiral and 
the middy who hopes some day to 
stand in his shoes—with the marine, 
the engineer, the seaman even to the 
lowest rank—that one thought upper- 
most in the navy will be to avenge the 
murder of the men of the Maine. 

And so it will be throughout the lenghth 
and breadth of the land. 

How the People Feel. 

There is a lot of talk of this being a 
holy war for a purely humane cause; con- 
gress, we are told, is to be urged to treat 
of the Maine disaster as merely an incident 
and of no consequence in the real question 
and much has been printed in the news- 
papers urging that this war be entered 
upon neither as a war of conquest nor for 
revenge. 

Perhaps congress, in making up its case, 
will listen to this talk and will eliminate 
the destruction of the Maine from the list 
of causes that have led up to the final 
crisis, but congress cannot regulate the 
feelings of the men in the navy nor the 
feeMags of the people of the country. Com- 
modore Schley’s words signaled throughout 
the flying squadron will find an echo from 
the people of this union. 

It is useless to talk to the people 
about keeping revenge from their 
hearts. 

When they go into this war, they 
are going into it to avenge the death 
of the officers and the men whose 
bodies went to the bottom of Havana 


harbor. 

With the navy and the people it will be 
a fight to avenge that foulest of crimes. 

There is but one reparation for a crime 
like that—the Spaniards must be driven for- 
ever from the western hemisphere. Noth- 
ing short of that will meet, or can meet, 
the expectation of the people of America. 
They have chafed under the criminal de- 
lay of the president dnd the state depart- 
ment, because they have been determined 
from the first to wipe out the stain with 
Spanish blood. The delay has been fright- 
fully exasperating, but it has in no sense 
cooled their ardor nor changed their deter- 
mination. 


McKinley and the Maine. 

Whether the president makes the Maine 
incident prominent in the message prom- 
ised for Monday, or whether he is content 
to talk about the necessity for peace in 

Cuba and let it go at that, no man 
knows. 

It would, however, seem the height of 
unwisdom to try to make up a case against 
Spain without shoving the Maine disaster 
to the front. If we know anything about 
the negotiations that have been going on 
between our state department and the 
foreign office at Madrid, we know that the 
president has, in the diplomatic negotia- 
tions, based our whole case upon the con- 
ditions of the reconcentrados in Cuba, and 
the character of the warfare that has been 
waged on that island, The cablegrams 
from Madrid upon which we have had to 
rely for most of our information about 
the negotiations have all of them indicated 
this to us, and the reply of the president 
to the joint note of the powers certainly 
seems to bear out these indicationa 

If this is true, it looks very much 
as if Spain has met all of those repre- 
sentations in such a way as to answer 
completely our arguments. 

If we are not to consider the Maine, 
and if we are not to demand the inde- 
pendence of Cuba, our case rests wholly 
on the starving of the reconcentradoes 
and the inhumane features of the war- 
fare on the island. 

Spain met the first argument completely 
when she rescinded the Weyler edict and 
appropriated 3,000,000 pesetas for the relief 
of the starving and to re-establish them in 
their country homes. With that action 
of Spain staring us in the face, we cannot 
talk about the reconcentrados. Then Spain 
has shown her willingness to meet any 
proposition which the insurgents might 
make for an armistice. 

That means that she is doing all in 
her power to bring about peace, and 
by this she removes the second ground 
of criticism. 

So far, therefore, as making out a case 
before the other European powers is con- 
cerned, she certainly has the best of the 
argument. If it is the desire of the admin- 
istration to put into effect a policy of armed 
intervention without basing it upon recog- 


ly dificult to see what that intervention 
will be based upon. 
_ Congress and the Maine. 

The people who want to fight—and there 
are a lot of them—want to fight because 
of the Maine. 

If congress desires to meet the 
wishes of the country, it will not per- 
mit the destruction of the Maine to be 
treated as a mere incident. 

There is no, question as to the feeling 
of congress on this point. Senator Mor- 
San expregsed it when he said: 

“I do not know whether war is coming 
or not. No senator on this floor can 
rise and point to me and say fat I have 
éver done anything to promote war ex- 
cept to state upon testimony sworn 
to in the committee on foreign relations, 
depositions taken, that a state of af- 
fairs is going on and approaching which 
now involves the country in the neces- 
sity of striking in defense of its honor, 
in defense of its name, in defense of hu- 
manity, and in defense of its seamen en- 
shrouded in the mud of Havana harbor. 
This is all I have done.” 


Maddox Talks of the Maine. 
Judge Maddox spoke in very much the 
same strain in his warning to the house 
republicans a day or two ago. The Geor- 
gian has a way of saying @ great deal ina 
few sentences. He is one of the men who 
is always closely listened to, and it is eaid 
of this short speech that it has caused 
more men to stop and think than any other 
speech delivered in the house during these 
debates. In the course of his remarks, 

Judge Maddox said: s 


“We should not engage in any war un- 
less it is a just war—a war in which the 
people will sustain congress and the ad- 
ministration in bringing it about. (Ap- 
plause.) And every representative on 
this floor has the responsibility resting 
upon him in the event that war is de- 
clared., 

“It do not forget, Mr. Speaker, and 
gentlemen of the howse, the late war. I 
have heard my comrades of that war, 
men of more mature age, when they were 
at rest, censure tne congress that 
brought on the last war and cite the fact 
that most of the men coposing that body 
were in hiding places and in bombproof 
positions, when the real confliét came on. 

“I want to cail your attenf.on to this 
fact, gentlemen, that when we come to 
decide this question every member on 
this floor ought to decide it intelligently 
and for himself. The question with each 
of us should be, fs this a cause that I am 
willing to fight for? This is the ques- 
tion which every man of us should de- 
cide before we give our consent to de- 
clare war. (Applause.) 

“If, after we ‘have fully investigated 
the matter, we find that the Spanish 
government is responsible for ‘this act, 
then nothing but the blood of Spaniards 
can atone for the insult to our flag and 
the murder of our mariners. And I would 
favor a war that would not cease until 

- the Spanish flag was driven from the 
face of the earth. Any government or 
nation that would be guilty of such an 
act should not be allowed to exist in the 
world; and I repeat again, ff we have 
any cause for war, it is based upon 
the destruction of our battleship and 
the murder of our marines, and that ts 
not a mere incident to the real issue, as 
some contend. But we should be sure 
we are right and that our cause is just 
before we turn loose the dogs of war.” 


There Must Be Independence. 

If the republicans en<eavor to force 
through an intervention policy which 
omits all reference to independence of 
the Cuban republic, there is sure to be 
a fight in congress. 

The advance notices of such a contest 
come not alone from the democrats who 
are strong in their advocacy of the recog- 
nition of the republic, but also from lead- 
ing republicans, who, as they put it, repu- 
diate the {dea of robbing the insurgents 
of the riehts for which they have fought 
go Vallantly. 

It was the republican platform, it 
will be recalled, that was most out- 
spoken in its demand for the recogni- 
tion of the Cuban republic, and there 
are some republicans in the senate and 
house who have come to the conclusion 
that the party has already repudiated 
more of its campaign promises than is 
good for it. 

These men have, so far, 
fused to tndorse the president's position, 
as it is understood, but have declared that 
they will insist upon recognition. All of the 
democrats take the same position. They 
have from the first maintained that Cuba 
must be free. While they have believe® that 
recognition by this govérnment was all 
that is necessary, and that it did not mean 
war unless Spain chose to make it, they 
have been willing and are willing now to 
join with the republicans tn advocating any 
intervention which may be necessary to 
make Cuban freedom effective. 

They will insist, however, upon in- 
dependence, and the indications are 
that republicans will act with them 
to bring independence resolutions from 
the committees and put them through 


congress. 

Bacon on the Democratic Attitude. 

Senator Bacon expressed the democratic 
attitude in talking to me tonight. 

“For two years,”’ said he, ‘fhe democrats 
have been in favor of recognizing the inde- 
pendence of Cuba. Even now, if I were to 
have my choice about it, I would prefer to 
vote simply for recognition of the indépen- 
dence of the Cuban republic, for that would 
give the Cubang the opportunity they de- 
gire of winning their freedom, 

“But if we are going to have in- 
tervention it should be based on recog- 
nition. 

“If we are to have the evils of war, we 
should be able to say that we went into 
war in the cause of humanity and human 
liberty. A declaration for armed interven- 
tion, unaccompanied by any recognition of 
independence of the Cuban republic, would 
mean simply going into war for the benefit 
of the holders of the Spanish bonds who 
are looking for an opportunity to make 
themselves good by getting hold of Cuba. 

‘“‘War may be excused when it is 
wagei in the interests of humanity 
and human liberty, but if waged sim- 
ply to benefit selfish wmterests, it is 
inexcusable. Simple intervention 
would mean that. 

“T am still of the opinion that tke 
first step for us to take is the recog- 
nition of independence of the Cubans, 
and perhaps that is as far as we would 
have to go.” 

Diplomacy Has Failed Utterly. 

Senator Bacon is firmly of the opinion 
that war ts inevitable. He has believed that 
the executive branch of the government 
should have the fullest opportunity to see 
if the emancipation of Cuba and the de- 
parture of Spaim from the western hemi- 
sphere could not be accomplished without 
resorting to war, but he has always con- 
tended that if these efforts failed, war 
would certainly follow. Tonight he said: 

“That opportunity has been given the 
executive department, and its efforts have 
been fruitless. The department of the gov- 
ernment charged with these negotiations 
has particularly said, and is about to say 
formally and officially,that all these negoti- 
ations had failed and there is no hope of 
accomplishing the end desired through 
these means. 


“When that statement is made by

there will be war. 

“The. negotiations have led to a 
point where, without a square back- 
down from one side or the other, there 
is no escape from war. 

“My position has all along been that we 
should not go to war until we had tried 
fairly and honestly to force Spain through 
the channels of diplomacy to recognize the 
independence of Cuba, Now that that has 
failed, there is nothing else to do but ex- 
tend th's recognition ourselves, and if that 
necessitates war, well and good.”’- 

Should Be Short and Sharp. 

Senator Bacon went on to say that if war 
is to come, it should be as vigorous from 
our side as the facilities at the command 
of the war and navy department will admit, 

“If war is inevitable,”’ he sa‘d, “it is 

the duty of all of us to act together 

with unanimity in support of it, and to 
make it as effective as possible. If we 
have to have war, the more vigorous it 
ts. the better. If you have to take hold 

of a nettle, your only safety 1s taking a 

firm grasp upon it. I recognize the fact 

that war must necessarily be very dis- 
astrous to many of the interests of the 
south, and if it must come, the sooner 
it is ended the better. The more vigor- 
ously the war is conducted right from 
the start, the more hope is there of ite 
speedy termination.’ 

April a Month for Wars. 

Those who are inclined to delve in history 
for precedents by which to judge the future 
are just now laying a good deal of stress 
upon the fact that three of the four great 
wars in which this country has engaged 
were begun in April. 

The only exception was the war of 
1812. The war of the revolution was 
begun on the 19th of April by the bat- 
tle at Lexington. The war of 1846 
was begun on April 28th. The civil 
war was, according to the decision of 
the supreme court of the United States, 
begun on the 19th of April, though 
Fort Sumter was fired on before that 
date. 

Recalling the coincidence involved in 
these dates, the prophets are assuring us 
that before this month of April runs to its 
close we will be at war with Spain. And it 
looks as if this might be a safe bet.

The Wilmington Gets Orders from 
Washington To Leave Jacksonville. 
Jacksonville, Fila., April 9.—(Special.j— 

Captain Todd, of the United $tates cruiser 

Wilmington, which has been in port two 

weeks. received a sudden order from the 

secretary of the navy to proceed at once 
to Key West at noon today, and it was not 
lone before the black smoke was boiling 
out of the smokestack, and just as soon as 
steam sufficient was made the Wilmington 
pulled out, leaving here at 12:45 o'clock.

SLAYER MAKES HIS ESCAPE 


Man Was Seen Running Away Just 
Before Body Was Found.

Murdered Man Was a Comparatively 
Stranger in That Section of 
the Country. 


Macon, Ga., April 9.—(Special.)—A _ terri- 
ble murder was committed in Macon to- 
night about 10 o'clock. At thls time the 
murderer is known, and there is no clew 
by which to trace him except the fact that 
he is @ white man. 

The man who was killed is supposed to 
be a white peddler named Lawson Yon, 


who dealth chiefly in chickens, and the 
person who killed him its thought to have 
been aycompanion of Ym, who knew that 
Yon had money about him and murdered 
him for that. Receipts ‘and other papers 
were found on the person of the dead man 
bearing the name of Yon. 

Yon resided in Macon, but sometimes 
traveled through the country peddling and 
occasionally worked at the Bibb mill No. 2. 
He was killed on Stubb’s hillside, in a 
little grove on First street, in front of the 
Bibb mill. His dead body lay directly in a 
path on the_hillside. 

It is a dark and lonely spot, and Yon was 
evidently enticed to the place. For several 
feet around where the body May, the ground 
was badly torn up, which was evidence 
that a fearful struggle had ensued between 
the two men. 

Witness to the Struggle. 

Mr. Fayette Brown, a well-known citi- 
zen, was walking along the path and saw 
two white men on the ground tussieing, 
and he spoke to them, when the man who 
was on top jumped up and started to spring 
at Brown, but the latter ran out of his 
way and gave the alarm, and the man fied. 
Policemen and others soon reached the 
scene, but Yon died in a few minutes with- 
out having been able to say a word 

Throat Frightfully Cut. 

His throat was cut deep, and from ear to 
ear. It was as horrible a throat wound as 
ever seen, and was evidently made with @ 
razor, as the broken handle and blade of a 
razor were found by the side of the dead 
man. His eyes were wide open and star- 
ing wildly. Yon had on @ white shirt and 
an undershirt. In the pocket of the under- 
shirt was found a pocketbook containing 
$11 or $12, and it wae evidently this money 
that the murderer was trying to ¢€et, but 
was foiled by the unexpected passing by of 
Mr. Brown, and the murderer had to flee 
before he could get the money. The cover 
of what was supposed to be that of a dirk, 
was found near the dead body. Yon was 
about twenty-six years old, and not of very 


strong mind.

Some Practical Lessons and Good Adc- 
vice Resulted. 

Huntsville, Ala., Apfll 9.—(Special.)—Two 
thousand negroes, representing almost, ev- 
ery line of trade and profession, with smail 
American flags waving, joined in singing 
an appropriate hymn in the pavilion of 
the Agricultural and Mechanical school for 
negroes this afternoon as Virginia Clay 
Clopton, one of the most noted women in 
the south, entered the industrial congress, 
which was held here for the purpose of 
hearing reports from negro laborers, coco 
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ers and those following other pursuits of | 


life, and adopting such resolutions and in- 
augurating plans that. will tend to raise 
the standard of the American negro, espe- 
clally in the south. 

A. large number of prominent people 
from all parts of the country of both races 
were present, but none received more of 
an ovation than did Mrs. Clay Clopton, 
who has been present on these occasions 
and freely offered good, practical advice 
to the negroes. The speaker was introduc- 
ed to the congress by Professor W. H. 
Councill. She said that she had always felt 
a deep interest in the negro race and their 
future and spoke of their devotion to their 
masters during the dark days of slavery. 
‘During the bleody conflict I was surround- 
ed by 1,000 slaves,’’ she said, “and I neyer 
felt the least bit of fear. and many times 
at midnight I was disturbed by a rap on 
the door which proved to be a slave who 
said that he had caught a fat ’possum and 
desired to present it to me as a token of 
respect and affection.”’ 

The negre was then given some good, 
practical advice by the speaker, as she had 
made a study of the race. Continuing her 
eddress, Mrs. Clopton said: ‘‘Here are to- 
day assembled negro farmers and men and 
women who are trying to build up their 
race, and I would advise you to be thrifty 
and industrious and save your money, edu- 
cate your children and live Christian lives.” 


FINAL VOTE ON BANKING BILL. 


Sub-Committee Will Ba Ready with Its 
Report in the House Monday. 


Washington, April 9.—The fina] vote upon 
@ banking bill is likely to take place in 
the house committee on banking and cur- 
rency on Monday. 

The sub-committee which recently re- 
ported, consisting of Messrs. McCleary of 
Minnesota, Prince of Illinois, and Mitchell 
of New York, have perfected their bill and 
are hopeful of its indorsement by a major- 
ity of the full committee. They have no 
doubt that they will in any case secure an 
indorsement of the republican members. 
One or two members may vote to put the 
gub-committee bill upon the calendar, while 
reserving the right to offer amendments 
upon the floor of the house. 

Several members of the committee, like 
Chairman Walkef and Messrs. Fowler, 
Brossius and Sill, prepared comprehensive 
bills before the opening of the present se> 
sion and have been reluctant to abandon 
the result of 60 Much careful labor. Some 
features of nearly al! these bills have, 
however, been indorsed by the sub-commit- 
tee, and there is strong feeling amogg the 
republican members that they should take 
some action which would bring the sub- 
ject of currency reform before the douse, 

Supporters of the movement of business 
men, which resulted in the two great con- 
ventions at Indianapolis, have wriften here 
that they would be glad to have the sub- 
committes bill reported and to have a 
serious debate on currency reform take 
place in the house. They believe that such 
action would be an indication that the re- 
publican majority was disposed to take a 
step forward in currency reform and would 
tend to crystallize public opinion even more 
atrongly than heretofore in favor of com- 
prehensive action.

yards and Mortally Wounded J. Murr. 


SLAYERS FLEE TO MOUNTAINS 


Prominent Families in East Tennessee 
Meet with Repeating Rifles. 


PURSUIT MAY CAUSE MORE BLOOD SHED 


Daughter Testifies That Her Father 
and Brother Killed the Men With- 
out Any Provocation. 


Knoxville, Tenn., April 9.—As a result of 
a family feud of long standing Henry and 
Hrrest Howard, brothers, and James Murr 
were kille@ this morning by John B. ana 
Joe McGhee, father and son. and Thomas 
Howard received wounds which will prove 
fatal. 

Both families are among the most promi- 
ment in East Tennessee and additional 
deaths will undoubtedly follow. 

Immediately after the affray the Moe 
Ghees, heavily armed, fled to the hills ana 
have not been captured. Trouble is looked 
for when they are overtaken. 

Several years ago Tom Howard married 
John McGhee’s fifteen-year old daughter 
against the father’s wishes, and since that 
time a feud has existed between the par- 
ties, threats of murder having frequently 
passed between them. 

This morning Ernest Howard, Henry 
Howard and James Murr heard that the 
MeGhees had threatened Tom Howard’s 
life Friday night. They tmmedtately went 
to the latter’s home, eituated a quarter of 
a mile from the MoGhee homestead, In 
order to arrive at their destination they 
were compelled to pase in front of the Mc. 
Ghee place. 

After seeing Tom Howard, who assured 
them that he and his father-in-law were 
on friendly terms, they started home, and 
when directly in front of the McGhee 
house the McGhees ran to the front gate 
and killed all three men instantly, using @ 
ehotgun and repeating rifla 

Tom Howard, who had remained at home, 
hearing the shots ran toward the scene of 
the affray, but was stopped with a rifle 
ba]l in the head and it is thought he will 
die. 

Another version of the affair {s that Ern- 
est Howard had been corresponding with a 
daughter of MecGhee’s contrary to the old 
man’s wishes and that this occasioned the 
trouble. 

At the coroner’s fnquest, held today, a 
daughter of John McGhee testified that Aer 
father and brother killed the men without 
provocation. 

John B. MoGhee is a nephew of Charies 
M. McGhee, the Wall street railway mag- 
nate. The affair has occasioned intense 
excitement and officers are gcouring the 
country, 


HER BODY WAS CREMATED. 


Miss Willard’s Remains Were Incin- 
erated Yesterday. 

Ciéago, April 9—The remains of Miss 
Frances E. Willard were cremated today 
at Graceland cemetery. Although little if 
anything had been said as to cremation ef 
the remains of the celebrated president of 
the Woman's Christian Temperance Union, 
it is stated that euch a procedure Wags in 
accordance’ with her repeatedly expressed 
wish. 

Miss Anna Gordon, Mrs. L. M. Stevens, 
the new president of the Woman’s Chris- 
tian Temperance Union, and « few others 
were present. The ashes were taken to 
where services will be 
held tomorrow. The ashes will then be 
interred in the Willard family lot at Rose- 
hill. 

Through the efforts of the few of Miss 
Willard’s friends who knew of the con- 
templated incineration, secrecy Was main- 
tained as to the plans and today when 
the body was removed from the receiving 
vault in Rosehill cemetery, less than a 
dozen persons were aware of it and even 
the attendants at Graceland were in igno- 
rance as to the identity of the person for 
whom the fires had been kindled. Those 
of the officials of the national organization 
who had been told of the plans, were much 
chagrined when they learned that the 
news had become public. 

It was Known to those who have read 
Miss Willard’s book, “Glimpses of Fifty 
“Years,” that it was her desire that this 
disposition of her remains be made, but 
in all the elaborate funeral preparations 
and memorial services which have transa- 
pired since her death, no allusion had been 
made to the fulfillment of her request. 
This secrecy was observed, it was said, at 
the woman’s temple today to avoid the 
notoriety which would follow, and to pre- 
vent the congregation of a curious crowd 
at Graceland during the cremation. 

A week ago notice was sent by Mise 
Gordon to the relatives of Miss Willard 
fhat services and interment would be held 
Sunday afternoon in Rosehill cemetery. 
In the communication sent to each abso- 
lute secrecy was enjoined, as it was intend- 
ed that this ceremony should be as pri- 
vate as that of today. Less than a score 
of persons were expected to be present 
when the ashes were laid in the family lot 
beside the grave of Miss Willard’s father 
and mother. 

A gloomier day for the fncineration could

Hostllities In Cuba Declared Sus- 
pended for Five Day,

Senor Gullon Recelves Advices From 
Washington and Cabinet Meets,

The Conditions Laid Down Make De- 
mands Upon the United States

Madrid, April 10.—The queen re- 
gent has issued a decree granting an 
armistice in Cuba to cover a period of 
five days. : 


Immed@ately after the decree had been 
decided upon United States Minister Wood- 


ford was officially informed that the Span- | 
ish government had telegraphed to the | 
pope that in view of his urgent request, |

Senor Gullon, the foreign minister, 
crived important telegrams this morning 
from Washington and immediately went to 
the residence of Senor Sagasta, the pre-

Cabinet Council Held. 

Senor Gullon then went to the palace, 
where a cabinet council was held, and the 
prime minister imparted the contents of the 
telegrams. He said the ambassadors of 
the powers had asked Spain to grant an 
armistice with a view of allowing negotia- 
tions for a settlement of the whole ques- 
t'on. 

The council had a long and anxious Gis- 
cussion, during which Senor Sagasta went 
out and consulted with the queen regent 
and it was finally decided to grant an ar- 
mistice which should last five days apon the 
following conditions: 

The United States should immedi- 
ately cease to lend moral and material 
support to the Cuban insurgents; that 
the American squadron in the vicinity 
of Cuba should be withdrawn, and that 
the American vessels near the Philip- 
pine islands also should be withdrawn. 

If the United States decline these 
conditions it is declared that the pow- 
ers will openly lend their support to 
Spain. 

If the insurgents srall not have laid down 
their arms by the end of five days the war 
will be resumed and Spain will receive the 
moral support of the powers. 

It is believed that the presentation of 
President McKinley’s message: to congress 
will be again postponed, The Epoca thinks, 
until Friday next. 

El Correo, offictal, says: 


“While America asked for an armistice 
Spain refused, but to the voice of Europe 
and the pope even Spain without dishonor 
may accept the arrangement proposed in 
the interests of peace.’’ 


This afternoon General Woodford paid 
a visit to Senor Gulion, minister of foreign 
affairs. The general opinion this evening 
is that today’s events settle satisfactorily 
the first stage of the Spanish-American 
difficulty and insure peace. 

The ambassadors collectively called upon 


- Senor Gullon, requesting that Spain grant 


the armistice so repeatedly begged for by 
the pope. 
Ambassadors Cause Decree. 

The cabinet then met. General Correa, 
minister of war and Admiral Bermejo, min- 
ister of marine, objected to the granting 
of an armistic on the ground that it would 
be disparaging to Spanish arms. The rep- 
resentative of Russia, as a military power, 


replied that he considered it would be no 
disparagement. Objection was again made 
on the ground that there was no guarantee 
that the insurgents would accept an armis- 
tice. The representatives replied that in 
that case an armistice would mean only a 
suspension of hostilities, and insisted upon 
Spain offering to the insurgents a last 
chance of submission for the sake of nego- 
tiating peace. If the insurgents continued 
hostilities the Spaniards would be allowed 
legitimate self defenee. 

The ministry then unanimously agreed 
that an armistice be granted. 

The decision was attended by the usual 
solemnity by the grafting of the minutes, 
which the entire ministry signed. The 


news of the granting of an armistice was 
received on the bourse with satisfaction and 
a rapid advance in values quickly fol- 
lowed. 

General Correo, minister of war, after the 
council, which lasted two hours, said to 
the correspondent of the Associated Press: 

“We yielded to the pfayers of the great 
powers, granting what we had refused to 
the United States.’’

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ford conveyed it as a piece of news in 
which this country was vitally interested, 
but not as an official communication from 
the Spanish government to this govern- 
‘ment. None the less it conveyed the es- 
sential fact that Spain had conceded what 
the powers of Europe and the pope had 
for many days been urging upon her, and 
that the concession dispelled for the mo- 
ment the darkness of the war clouds and 
brought in their stead what was regarded 
as at least a faint hope of a peaceful solu- 
tion of the pending difficulty. 

The receipt of this news has not, how- 
ever, resulted in any change of the ad- 
ministration’s programme relative to send- 
ing the message to congress. It was au- 
thoritatively announced tonight thai it 
was the intention of the president to send 
his message to congress on Monday. After 
conferences at the white house tonight, 
gentlemen who are in the confidence of 
the president expressed the belief that the 
grant of armistice would not materially 
change the policy as already matured 

One of the gentlemen who had a long 
conference with the president tonight ex- 
pressed the opinion that the proposed 
armistice tended materially toward a peace- 
ful solution of the Cuban question, al- 
though he declined to venture even a sug- 
gestion as to how the proposition would be 


received by congress. 


‘‘The Maine incident will then be left for 
solution,” said he, “and that is the ques- 
tion upon which congress and the country 
are at the present moment exceedingly 
sensitive.’ 

Word that the armistice had been granted 
by Spain spread rapidly through all official 
and diplomatic quarters and aroused great 
interest and activity throughout the even- 
ing. The first word as to Spain’s conces- 
sion came to Monsignor Martinelli, the pa- 
pal delegate, at 6:50 p. m. and announced 
from the vatican that the papal nuncio at 
Madrid had been advised that an armistice 
was granted. Monsignor Martinelli sent for 
Archbishop Ireland and shortly after the 
message from the vatican was repeated by 
telephone to the white house. About the 
some time “the dispatch from Minister 
Woodford was received. Singularly, the 
Spanish minister had received no advices 
from Madrid up to midnight. 

M. Cambon, the French ambassador, who 
has been foremost in urging the pacific in- 
fluences of the powers, was also without 
direct official] notification. At: all the em. 
bassies and legations, however, the armis- 
tice was accepted as an accomplished fact 
and there were mutual] congratulations in 
diplomatic quarters over this result and the 
axpresion of belief that it was an augur 
of peace. 

The exact terms of the armistice are felt 
to be the most essential feature of Spains 
concession. At the outset it was sup 
posed to be an unconditional grant of arm- 
istice. Later. however, the press advices 
from Madrid and London stated conditions 
of a very material character. If these con- 
ditions prove to be accurate they will 
doubtless complicate the situation here and 
leave the crisis quite as acute as it has 
been at any time heretofore. A cabinet 
officer said recently that the adm inistra- 
tion had never considered the proposition of 
withdrawing the American fleet from Key 
West and it is not believed now that such 
a proposition would meet with any serious 
consideration. 

The fact that Gpain has granted this 
armistice as the result of influence exerted 
by the great powers will be given in sup- 
port of Spain, now that she has yielded to 
their earnest solicitation. It has been un- 
derstood thus far that the movement of the 
powers was purely disinterested and neu- 
tral, but the press dispatches from abroad 
indicate that Spain's yielding to these con- 
tinental influences had established a closer 
bond than had hitherto existed. 

Assistant Secretary Day was non-com- 
mittal tonight on the armistice granted by 
Spain and refused to discuss it or the bear- 
ing it would have on the situation in any 
way. 


WILL COMPLICATE SITUATION. 


Armistice Is Likely To Make Matters 
Decidedly Worse. 
Washington, April 9.—A leading republi- 
can member of the house committee on for- 
eign affairs expressed the opinion late to- 
might that the armistice offered by Spain, 
instead of relieving the situation would 
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— en re el 
only exaggerate it. He said that he bellev- 
ed this country would not rest short of the 
complete abjuration of the Spanish authori- 
ty over the Cuban territory. 

‘I do not believe,” gaid he, “that the ar- 
mistice arranged at this late date by Spain 
will affect the attitude of the United 
States. There is every reason why Spein 
should want an armistice now and it might 
be sighiflcant as a central movement that 
the rainy season, with tall the horrors it 
has to the unacclimated Spanish soldiers, 
will set in within three weeks and continue 
until about November. Everybody tnows 
what its effects have been on the troops 
sent over from the Peninsula and in the 
present contingency with her resources 
practically exhausted, continued activity 
of the insurgents, coupled with the work 
of the season, may mean and I think ft 
would mean a fatal termination of the 
Spanish cause in the conflict. 

“Its objects are relief from the hoped-for 
avoidance of action by this countrv as well 
as delay with the insurgents until a more 
auspicious season. In that view I am 
against its consideration for a moment. 
Our position at this time with reference to 
Spain contemplates first, intervention in 
humanity’s cause, which would not be ful- 
filled by anything short of the entire sweep- 
ing away of Spanish sovereignty, and, sec- 
ondly, the destruction of the Maine. I re- 
peat that I/do not believe that the armis- 
tice at this time will, or ?t should certainly 
not, have any bearing on our attitude on 
the situation.”’

of true and gallant colored men. 

“Relying upon the righteous judgment of 
God for the success of our cause, I am, sir, 
your obedient servant, 

“kL. SEWARD SMALL.” 


In answer to this Smal] received the 


following letter: 

“Atlanta, Ga., March 31, 1898.—Mr. KE. 
Seward Small, Atlanta, Ga.—Sir: Your let- 
ter offering your services in organizing 
troops of your race in Dodge, Telfair and 
Montgomery counties has been received. 
Your patriotic offer is duly appreciated at 
this office, and your letter wil] be filed for 
further action in case a necessity should 
arise for your services.

When asked yesterday about the matter, 
Small said he would obtain 00 men from 
Dodge county, 300 from Telfair and 200 
from Montgomery counties.

that the judge would find anybody in Geor- 
gia who would try to rob him of the dis- 
tinction. Personally he thought that the 
judge was one of the most uncommon men 
the state had ever produced, but he did 
not believe that he ought to be elected 
governor on that account. The audience 
liberally applauded the suggestion. 

Then, in plain language, the colonel went 
on to describe the sort of man whonf he 
thought would make a good governor. The 
qualifications which made a great doctor, 
or & great lawyer, or a great preacher, or 
& great orator, he said, would not neces- 
sarily make a good governor. What the 
people wanted in their executive officer 
was sympathy with themselves. They 
wanted a man who helped to bear their 
own burdens, who appreciated their own 
needs, and who was one of them in sharing 
the common experiences of citizenship. He 
did not describe himself as such a man, 
but there were cheers from the audience 
so emphatic as to make it pnnecessary for 
him to touch upon that point. One of his 
auditors, however, called out shrilly: ‘‘Three 
cheers for Berner,” and in the mingled 
manifestations of approval and disapproval 
which followed the colonel said good- 
naturedly: 

“Go ahead. You won't get an oppor- 
tunity to cheer for him after.the 6th of 
June.” 

Those Leaks Again. 

He took up the question of the constantly 
increasing tax rate of Georgia, and showed 
how it had grown steadily from 25c on 
the $100 in 1883 to 62c this year. He said that 
he had never made any pledge to cut down 
the rate, byt that in his letter of announce- 
ment as candidate for governor he had 
promised he would see to it that the rate 
would not go any higher. He said that 
while he had never charged corruption 
against anybody or imputed evil motives 
or bad conduct to any state official, he be- 
lieved that there were leaks in the state's 
finances which could be plugged up. He 
said that Mr. Blalock, as chairman of the 
recent investigating committee, had by his 
industry discovered some of these leaks, 
and he repeated his assertion that the 
salary now ‘being drawn by Judge Spencer 
Atkinson as a railroad commissioner was 
one of them, 

He said that he had never attacked nor 
intended to attack the railroad commission, 
and that he fully apprectated its value and 
usefulness, but that he thought it was 
fair to presume because of the recent 
actions of Commissioner Atkinson that the 
judge was either$neglecting his duties or 
had no duties to perform. He said he did 
not think the people paid Judge Atkinson 
$2,00 a year to be used as a campaign 
fund in his desire to elect himself gover- 
nor. He thought that as long as Judge 
Atkinson continued to draw his salary as 
a railroad commissioner, he ought not to 
continue to say that there were no leaks 
in the state’s finances, and that the state’s 
monéy was not being wasted. He then re- 
peated that portion of his speech at Dal- 
ton, showing the large fees received by 
the attorney general for extra work, while 
the state paid thousands of dollars for 
legal services to private attorneys. 

The Railroad Environments. 

He discussed briefly but forcibly all the 
planks in his personal! platform, and then 
took up the discussion of his opponents. 
He recalled the fact that during his seven 
years service in the legislature and eight 
years service in congress he had estab- 
lished a record of service for the people 
which Messrs. Berner and Atkinson had 
microscopically examined in a vain attempt 
to secure an excuse for attacking him. 
Fiailing in that he said they had finally 
simmered down to a dectaration that the 
only reason why he sbould not be elected 
governor was that the railroads favored 
him. The evidence they gave of this, he 
gaid, consisted in their assertion that he 
was not only a railroad president himself, 
but-that the attorneys of the Seaboard 
Air-Line and the Plant system were sup- 
porting him in the gubernatorial] contest. 

Regarding his own position as a railroad 
man he said that he was not the president 
of a railroad, but would not apologize for 
occupying such a position if he were. Some 
years ago his home town of Gainesville 
was unable to get reasonabje freight rates 
because it had no competing lines of trans- 
portation and in common with other citi- 
gens he had helped to build a road from 
Gainesville to Social Circle to connect with 
the Georgia railroad. The rates immedi- 
ately went down and the results hoped 
for were attained. But as soon as the 
construction of the road was completed 
he resigned the presidency of it and had 
not since occupied any railroad position. 
The statement about the Seaboard Air- 


Ling and the Plant systerh, he thought, 


concerned Mr. Brown and Mr. duRignon. 
Mr. Brown, he said, was a warm personal 
friend who hed grown up in the shadow 
of his own household and who was help- 
ing him in his campaign because of per- 
eonal friendship. Mr. duBignon, as chalir- 
man of the state democratic executive 
committee, had nothing whatever to do 
with his campaign. But he eald that the 
absolute demagogers of the statement of 
his two opponents. was recently mede appa- 


rent to him when he had been shown iet- 
? ; : 


lay claim to the governorship as he had. 
But in the name of democracy, he asked 
that they stand on their individual bot- 
toms and run their individual tickets in 
every county in the state. 

This sentiment met with enthusiastic ap- 
plause, in which both the Atkjnson and 
the Berner men present joined. In conclu- 
sion, the colonel made a plea for a reunited 
democracy and said that there was no 
longer any excuse—if such had ever ex'st- 
ed before—for a voung democracy or an 
old democracy, for a gold democracy or a 
silver democracy. He thought the party 
had-need of al) its fighting men and that 
as for him, he proposed to wage a campaign 
that would give offense to no honest demo- 
crat, young or old, lived in north 
Georgia or in south Georgia, or who be- 
lieved in gold or in silver. 

3ut he served notice most distinctly upon 
his two opponents that this is not a tan-

CANDLER TALKS TO TEACHERS. 


Speaks of His Five Years of Service 
in the Schoolhouse. 
Fayetteville, April 9.—(Spectal Staff 
Correspondence. )—A echoo! 
teachers this morning insisted upon Colo- 
ne] Candler’s making an address to the 
Fayette County Teachers’ institute, which 
is now in session here, and he complied 
with their request. Just before the court- 
house audience got together the colone!] 
was escorted to the big. schoolhouse, just 
back of it; and was infroduced to the 
gathering of teachers by Professor John 
C. Hale, who referred to him as an old 
Georgia schoolmaster who had done honor 
to the calling. The audience applauded the 
reference, an@ the colonel was given a 

very warm reception. 

In response he sald that he had spent 
some of the best days of his life in the 
public schoolhouse, both as pupil and 
teacher, and that in the latter capacity for 
more than five years he believed he had 
done more good to his fellow men than 
he had during any other period of his 
existence. He spoke of his personal expe- 
riences as a teacher in thig vicinity years 
ago, and paid a high tribute to the profes- 
sion. He said that the hand between teach- 
er and pupil was second in strength only 
to that between parent and chila@ and he 
felt for his own old scholars an affection 
that shared even his love for his old army 
comrades. 

He spoke of the influence of the pubiic 
school teacher for good, and quoted from 
history to show how the calling in the 
past had been the stepping stone to fame 
and fortune. When he first went to con- 
gress he said the congressional directory 
showed that two-thirds of the members 
of both houses had been school teachers at 
some period in their lives, and that even 
the president of the United States at that 
time had served in the capacity in a blind 
asylum. He gaid that the man or woman 
who had sense enough to teach had sense 
enough to know that they had something 
to learn themselves, and that this willing- 
ness to learn was what made men and 
women really great He showed hig fa- 
miliarity with the needs of Georgia teach- 
ers and the defects in our present school 
system, and said that one of his first 
official. efforts as governor would be to 
gee that the state finances were so arrang- 
ed that all the teachers should receive 
their pay regularly’ every month there- 
after, 

His speech was an exceptionally good im- 
promptu effort, and the frankness with 
which he spoke of his personal experiences 
in the schoolroom was so well appreciated 
that the meeting was adjourned to permit 
the teachers to listen to him later. when

Milledgeville, Ga., April 9.—(Special.)— 
Judge Spencer R. Atkinson, candidate for 
governor, addressed a fairly large crowd 
of citizens of this county at the courthouse 
today. He was received by a committee 
and escorted to the courthouse by the 

band. 

The audience was composed partly of 
ladies, among whom was Mrs. A. Vv. du- 
Bignon, mother of the Hon. Fleming du- 
Bignon. In the course of his speech the 
judge referred very gracefully to the oc- 
casion that just at the close of the war, 
when he was a welcome guest for some 
time at Mrs. duBignon’s home, near this 
city.

The larger part of his speech was taken 
up with a defense of his position on the 
tax exemption proposition as well as an 
explanation of his views of the methods 
of reducing taxes, and at the same time 
preserve the confederate pension and the 
common school funds.

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MR. A. S. HAMILTON, 
Present President of Trion Mill. 
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are located in Chattcoga county, northwest 
Georgia. The idea of founding it here 
Originated with Judge A.-P. Allgood. As 
promoter of this enterprise, Judge Allgood 
represents a type of business man entirely 
distinetive, that of the pioneer. He came 
of old Virginia stock and settled in Geor- 
gia in 1838. In 1845 he purchased a farm 
in Chattooga county, and the idea of estab- 
lishing a cotton mill began to grow upon 
him. He organized a company consisting 
of himself, Judge Spencer Marsh and W. 


\ K. Briers, and in 1846 the mill was bililt. 


Judge Allgood possessed many of the un‘que 
traits that go to make up a ‘“‘character;,’’ 
the strong individual marks that show in @ 
forceful man. Of indomitable will and great 
strength of purpose, he gave all his ener- 
gies to hig pet scheme. He realized what 
a hazardous undertaking it wag to locate 
a mill, as this ene was among the hills and 
thirty miles from a railroad, and the success 
of the enterprise in those early days must 
be attributed to his unfailing business judg- 
ment and his firm belief in that judgment. 
Marks of Progress. 
At first the mill began with a capital 
stock of $25,008 It had only about 600 épin- 
dles in operation and no looms at all for 
several years. Ahout forty operatives were 
employed in the mill and its sole product, 
yarn, was sent into South Carolina, east 
Tennessee, Alabama and thruugh Georgia 
In wagons and sold wherever a demand 
for it was found. Before the late war the 
mill began making osnaburg sacks to ac- 
commodate the wheat crops produced by 
the surrounding farms. During the war it 
manufactured coarse woolen goods to sup- 
ply confederate soldiers with clothing. 
At the present time the capital stock 
has been increased to $225.000. There are 
620 operatives, with a monthly pay roll 
of $8,000. There ‘are 758 looms and 26,640 
ep'ndles now in operation, and it takes 100 
bales, or $3,000 worth of cotton, to fill the 
machinery before one yard of cloth can be 
produced. :About thirty bales of cotton 
are worked up by the mills daily, and be- 
tween 900 and 1,000 bales of goods are ship- 
ped each month direct to Brazil and Hono- 
lulu and to all parts of the United States. 
Up to ten years ago there were no rail- 
road facilities for the mill and the nearest 
shipping points were Chattanooga, Tenn., 
Rome and Ringgold. In 1888 the Chatta-

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nooga, Rome and Columbus road was built 
through Trion, relieving this serious diffi- 
culty. The beginning of this cotton mill 
and its present prosperous condition thus 
sxarply contrasted present an idea of the 
steady progress it has made, and shows 
how fully it has justified the expectations 
of its founders. 
Some History. 

A few years after the beginning of the 
enterprise Mr. Allgood bought the stock 
held by Mr. Briers and the company con- 
tinued as Marsh & Allgood. The mill en- 
dured the stress of war and after the war 
ended its business increased steadily until 
1875, when it was totally destroyed by fire. 
This fire was supposed to have been of 
incendiary origin, but it was never proved. 
After this a regular stock company was 
organized, the bulk of the stock owned by 
Marsh & Allgood, and Allgood was elected 
president of the company. Tie mill was 
rebuilt on a much largerescale; 258 looms 
were put in and other facilities increased 
proportionately,' Trion became then a 
considerable village as more operatives 
All the mill tenement 
houses were rebullt and others were ad- 
ded 

In 1882 Judge Allgood’s health faile@ him 
and he resigned the presidency of the com- 
pany and died shortly afterwards.

Allgood, succeeded him at the age of twen- 
ty-five as president of the Trion Com- 
prny. The father established the mill 
ang cleared roads throuch the virgin for- 
ests around it. The son hegan building in 
1889 what is known as mill No. 2, and pre- 
vious to trat he tad been largely instru- 
mental in securing the railroad through 
Trion, which was completed in 1888. Thus 
he took up his father’s work and carried 
it on with ambitious zeal. He managed 
the increasing business successfully, his 
interest in it and in the. welfare of the 
Ittle tcwn dependent upon it, being excep- 
tional. His relations with the large num- 
ber of employees were invested with more 
of humanity than js usvally found in such 
relations and the regard of the people 
emounted almost to a passion for this man 
who was their benefactor in so many in- 
stances. 

Mr. Allgood dig not Iive to see the suc- 
cess of the new mill which he begun, and 
the progress of which he watched with 
such interest. His death occurred in 1890, 
just as the mill was finished. Upon his 
death his brother-in-law, Mr. Alfred 5. 
Ham!ltoh, of Rome, succeeded to the pres- 
idency of the company. Mr. Hamilton still 
occupies this position, for which he is em!- 
nently well fittea@ by good business train- 
ing and in every other way.

Stock Above Par. 


When the Trion Company was reorganiz- 
éd in 1875 the original capital stock of $25,000 
was increased to $225,000. This has not been 
added to, but, at present the shares have 
increased in valtie to 75 per cent above par, 
and dividends have been paid regularly. 
The new mil] finished in 1890 was built 
from surplus earnings. This new mill near- 
ly doubled the capacity of the plant and 
consequently gave employment to a much 
larger number of people, increasing tha 
population of the village 
to nearly 2,000.

Social Conditions. 


However, in thése days of modern s0- 
clalism there are considerations that weigh 
in the success of such an enterprise other 
than the purely financial.

ist everywhere, since they are due to pov- 
erty; and the solving of them goes deeper 
into the problem of socialism than thé 
mere refusal of mill owners to employ 
child labor on the ground of humanity, 
President Hamilton, of the Trion com- 
pany, who has given these matters much 
thought, assures me that he prefers not 
to employ child labor. But there are peo= 
ple entirely unable to support their large 
families, and they move to the mill for the 
sole purpose of increasing their income 
with the wages of their children. Widows 
who cannot support their children come 
here with them. The refusing of these 
children would seem as much of an in- 
humanity from one point of view as taking 
them is from another. And it would seem 
a mistake to legislate against it, for if 
this disease of poverty is checked here it 
will break out elsewhere. The remedy 
must come nearer tae root of the evil. 

At Trion, however, there are very few 
children under twelve years of age employ- 
ed in the mill. On the other hand, they 
have exceptional educational privileges. 
The company has erected a fine~school 
building, quite the best in the country, 
Four teachers have charge of the school, 
and the average attendance is 200 pupils. 
In lieu of the regular road tax, a street 
tak of $2 is levied upon the people, and 
this goes to supplement the public school 
fund. If there are any deficits, they are 
covered by the company, and the school js 
the year. 
There are very few children ten years of 
age here who cannot read and write. So 
here, at least, is one cotton mill that is 
exempt from the strictures of Miss Pat- 
terson., 

And, speaking in this connection of the 
relations existing between the corporation, 
and the people, it is interesting to note 
that there has never been a single strike 
among the operatives. The company 
forms no combines and the people belong 
to ‘no protective associations. Of course, 
Trion is not a labor Utopia or a philan- 
thropic institution, but om the other hand 
it does not foster anarchy. 

Worthy of Note. 

The personnel of the men who 
any great business enterprise is always 
interesting. Trion has its share of fins 
business character. Among them is the 
secretary, Mr. -G. B. Myers, who has been 
with the company during the past thirty- 
one years. He was a schoolmaster before 
the war. During the war he was constant-: 
ly in active serviee and won the rank of 
sergeant major. Since he has heen an im-. 
portant factor in the interests of Trion. 

Mr. Z T. McKinney, the superintendent 
of the mills, is a notable type of the “‘self- 
made’’ man. When eight years of age he 
entered an Augusta mill as sweeper boy. 
At twenty-three he was overseer of the 
weaving department of a Nashville miil 
and the youngest man tn the south holding 
such a position. In 1891, when Mr. A. R. 
Steele, the superintendent of the Trion 
mills, went to LaGrange to become presi-

HAD REACHED A RIPE OLD AGE 


| Funeral Services Will Be Held Today 


and the Interment Will Occur 
at Griffin, Ga. 


Mr. A. B. Mathews, one of the pioneer 
citizens of Atlanta, died yesterday after- 
noon at 1:15 o’clock at his late residence, 
2295 Gordon street. He had been ill for a 
long time and the end came gradually and 
peacefully. He was surrounded by his fam- 
ilv when he died, as it was known that he 
would not live long, and his relatives had 
been summoned, The illness which result- 
ed in his death began last September. At 
that time he began to grow weak and it 
was evident that his health was falling. 

Physicians were summoned and they an- 
nounced that there was little that medical 
aid could do for the patient, as he had then 
reached a ripe old age. He seemed to un- 
derstand that he was not long for this 
world and sometimes talked of his  ap- 
proaching death. 

Since iast September he has been growing 
gradually worse. At times he would re- 
main in bed for several days and then would 
improve enough in condition to come to 
the city. Friday morning he was assisted 
from his bedroom to the sitting room of 
his residence, where he looked over the 
newspapers, but when Dr. Clarence John- 
son, Who has been attending him, arrived 
he told Mr, Mathews to go to bed at once 
aid remain there until permission was giv- 
en him to get up. 

Early yesterday morning it was seen that 
Mr. Mathews was rapidly sinking. . Before 
daylight he became unconscious and he 
never again regained consciousness. D§r- 
ing the forenoon he began to sink and nevy- 
er rallied. So peacefully did he die that, 
although the members of his family were 
standing around his bed, it was some mo- 
ments before it was ascertained that he 
had ceased breathing. 

Mr. Mathews was born in Wilkes county 
in 1819. He was the son of Rev. Abraham 
Mathews, a prominent Baptist divine. He 
resided with his parents In Wilkes county 
until he was §fteen ‘years of age. His 
father then moved to Meriwether county, 
taking his family with him. 

At the age of nineteen Mr. Mathews went 
to Griffin and engaged in business as a cot- 
ton factor. He was sent to the state sen- 
ate to represent Spalding county and serv- 
ed with distinction. At the time of the 
war he had. accumulated a large fortune, 
which was lost during the four years which 
followed. i 

In 1867 he moved to Atlanta and has since 
been one of the most influential citizens 
of this place. Thirty years ago he moved 
to West End and erected the handsome 
residence which he occupiéd at the time of 
his death. He drew plans and superintend- 
ed the building of his home himself. 

Hie was one of the charter members of the 
West End. Baptist church and had for 
many years been the senior deacon of that 
organization. He is survived by his wife 
and eight children, four sons and four 
daughters. They are Ed Mathews, Will 
Mathews, John Mathews, of this city, and 
Clayton. Mathews, of Birmingham; Mrs. 
Tamne, of south Georgia; Miss Lizzie Ma-

The law says 
that common carriers subject to the inter- 
State ccmmerce act shall not charge any 
more for a short haul than for a long one 
under gubstantially similar circumstances 
and conditions. The raliroads have been 
charging less for hauling freight from the 
east to Nashville than to Chattanooga, al- 
though the freight passed through Chat- 
tanooga going to Nashville. Judge Sev- 
erens, presiding in the United States cir- 
cuit court at Chattanooga, decided a few 
weeks ago that the roads must desist from 
charging less for the long hau! to Nash- 
ville than-for the short haul to Chatta- 
nooga. They appealed the case to the 
United States cirecult court of appeals and 
this appeal acted as a supersedeas, hold- 
ing up the order of the interstate com- 
merce commission and the order of Judge 
Severéns. A few days ago, the United 
States court decided in another case that 
an appeal from, a circuit court or from 
a circuit court of appeals affirming an or- 
der of the commission does not act ag 
a supersedeas of the decree. 

If that stands and applies in this case, the 
railroads would have to desist from ool- 
lecting more for the short haul than forthe 
long one.

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the basilica of St. Giovanni; the head of 
St. Paul, the handkerchief of St. Veronica, 
witich is said to bear the imprint of our 
Lard’s face; the sacred cross from Jerusa- 
lem, the bones of Many martyrs. In a 
word, the churches are filled with these 
treasures too numerous to mention. They 
are all very interesting, even though we 
may not put perfect faith in them; at least, 
‘Many charming legends are given. 

“T have found the Scala Santa (Holy 
Staircase) the most interesting, for certain- 
ly M ia the strangest sight in the work. 


o—— 


An enormous crowd of both sexes, al] ages 
and all ranks, ascending the staircase on 
their knees, kissing each step. I have seen 
elegantly dressed ladies, princesses, her 
majesty, the queen, following immediately 
behing skinclad countrymen with their san- 
dalled feet almost in contact with the 
faces of the .Ladies following. All Good 
Friday the procession is kept. up. La Scala 
Santa is said to be the staircase down 
which our Lora was dragged when Pilate 
had semtenced him to be crusified. It was 
brought from Jerusalem by St. Helena, as 
in an adjoining church the true cross is 
shown, also brought by St. Helena from 
Jerusalem, 


Easter Morn. 


“Surely ‘no sun upon an Baseter day is 
half so fine ae sight’ in any part of the 
world as in Rome. The relief ts so intense 
after the realistic scenes of the past week. 
First we have the ceremony of lighting the 
fire in the vestibule of St. Peter’s, from 
which the fire is taken to light the lamps 
before al] the altars. Then the washing of 
the high altar fin holy oil by one of the 
cardinals. Then at a given signal (formerly 
the blast of the trumpet from the loggia 
of St. Peter’s) the belis of 400 churches peal 
out the good news: 


* ‘Ring out the darkness of the land; 
Ring in the Christ that is to be!’ 


“The curtains are drawn from the paint- 
ingg and the organ bursts forth with the 
glorious ‘jubilate.’ My heart etill ewells 
to bursting as I recall the scene, and my 
intense “Thank God.’ ’’ 

“During my first visits to Rome Cardinal 
Howard was the principal figure, for he 
always officiated in lieu of the pope. He 
was a magnificent man—tall and stately. 
He walked as if spurning the earth. When 
he led the procession in his splendid robes 
—his long train held up by his valets, who, 
dressed in black velvet and silks with 
swords at their sides, made a fitting ac- 
companiment, he might well have claimed 
the old title, ‘Nicegerent here on earth.’ 

“T have often heard She Italians exclaim 
‘che bel cardinale!’ (what a fine cardinal), 
and surely, as he knelt on the cushion 
placed in the center aisle to venerate the 
relics which were held up in the various 
balconies, he looked the counterpart of 
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the splendid figures we see in paintings of* 
the popes and cardinals in the days when 
they were the greatest in power in Europe. 

“Cardind] Howard was of the old family 
of the dukes of Norfolk, who were them- 
selves all but kings in England. The sad 
fate which so often pursues earthly great- 
ness followed him. He had softening of 
the brain and was taken back to England 
to dle. 

“IT was at the vatican and was invited to 
witness the procession as his holiness was 
carried in his chair of state to the Sistine 
chapel. The ‘guards nobile,’ composed of 
the Catholic princes of Rome, lined the 
rooms, and the cardinals, with their at- 
tendants, forming a truly gorgeous sight. 
It is impossible in a newspaper article to 
give any just description of such a scene, 
but I noticed that all this pomp was led 
by a barefooted friar dressed in the coars- 
est woolen robe with a girdle of rope. He 
was the bishop of Africa. 

“Of course’ the ops had pyramids of 
eggs, thousands of them in one heap—some 
tied with ribbons—and all that, but that 
which gave me great delight was the uni- 
versa] purification. Places were washed 
which had not been cleaned since the 
Easter before. 

“A priest in canonicals goes around to 
alj the houses with a bowl of holy water 
to sprinkle the inhabitants and the houses. 
So, no good Catholic fails to have every- 
thing clean for Easter. I seriously pro- 
posed requesting the priest to come every 
month—once at least. 

“A table is laid out with eggs, cake, wine, 
which the priest is asked to bless, and we 
enjoy all the more at dinner.*’

The success with which Miss Mary Louise 
Huntley has met in New York is not only 
a pleasurable fact to her many friends and 
admirers here, but her career ts an inspi- 
ration to the talented young women who as- 
pire in literary or newspaper pursuits. 

‘Miss Huntley, though a typical southern 
woman, born in an atmosphere old-fash- 
loned in fts bearings, had sufficient deter- 
mination to overcome the prejudices of her 
family, and declare her determination to 
make use of the talent for writing, which 
she fully appréciated she possessed. She 
was not content to see her verses and 
charming little stories commendéd at even- 
ing parties, and the pleasure of having her 
writings published in local publications, 
lost its charm, when she began to think 
how profitable it might be to her !f the 
glory of approval might be accomplished 
by substantial remuneration. Impressed 
with this idea, she met a number of the 
prominent press women visiting here dur- 
ing the exposition, and telling them her 
determination to make writing her profes- 
sion, ghe received every encouragemnt from 
Shortly after this she went to New 
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entertainment at the Waldorf-Astoria the 
thoughtful writer can find subject matter 
for many stories. There are the artists, 
the dramatists and fhe writers, and contin- 
gents from the world of wealth, fashion 
and their opposites.’’ 

“Then I regularly covered the meetings of 
the Woman's Professional League,” con- 
tinued Miss Huntley, “‘and can appreciate 
that this brought me in touch with a world 
of interesting people. As the name of the 
organization implies, the membership in- 
cludes representative women of all profes- 
sions, Who are united in their efforts_to de- 
velop all that is best in any line of women's 
professional pursuits. The league now has 
a list of membership including. 4,000 to 5,000 


twomen. The leading dramratic artists are 


members,the musical world ts represented by 
such well-known members as Nordica, Cave, 
and others similarly prominent, while all 
other professions in which women are suc- 
ceeding give to the league their brightest 
lights. The entertainments given under the 
auspices of the Woman's Professional 
League are the most popular and brilliant 
of events. 

“Besides the meetings of that unique 
organization the Twelfth Night Club also 
reported,” said Mise Huntley, “the meet- 
ings of the Froebel Society and others 
equally prominent in Brooklyn.” 

Besides her reportortal work, Mrs. Hunt- 
ley did much of the special writing in ‘the 
woman’s page of The New York Tribune, 
which ls recognized as one of the best or- 
ganized and operated woman's depart- 
ments in the country. 

Miss Huntley paid high tribute to Cyn- 
thia Westover Alden, whom she declared 
is the greatest inspiration to young newsp:- 
per women. Her whole heart ig in her 
work, and she is ever ready to extend 
her hand in sympathy to the young wo- 
man aspiring in journalism. She is a great 
believer in professional courtesy and will 
not recognize anything pertaining to that 
spite or enmity that may creep into the 
lives of the young women working on rival 
newspapers. 

Miss Hutniey attributes much of her suc- 
cess to the fact that professional cour- 
tesy is practically obesrved. between the 
women writers of the metropolis and spoke 
of the great encouragement she had re- 
ceived from Mrs. Westover Alden, Mrs. 
Frank Leslie, Miss Bisland, Margaret 
Langster, “June” Croly and Marguertta 
Arlina Hamm. 

When asked if she had to work very 
hard, Miss Huntley smiled and said, ‘Yes, 
it is what a southern woman would call 
‘very hard, indeed,’ smt I do not consider 
anything in which one’s heart, mind and 
interest ls centered ‘hard work.’ I call it 
‘great pleasure.’ ‘Latent talent’ is of little 
use to man or woman in New York jour- 
nalism, and genius, talent and ability 
amount to nothing there unless accom- 
panied by the machinery of energy, pluck 
and determination.’’ 

Besidea her newspaper work, Miss Hunt- 
ley has found time to do some Very credit- 
able work in magazines and has had sev- 
eral offers made her that on her return to 
New York may confine her entirely to 
special writing on weil known periodicals. 

The many friends of Mrs. Mary E. Bryan 
will be delighted to learn she is meeting 
with brilliant success at present. She is 
editor-in-chief of Munro’s new magazine, 
The Half Hour, and is contributing largely 
.to other puDiications. 


Where the First Easter 
Hats Were Worn. 


Who wore the first Easter bonnet? 

That Is a question the most distinguished 
erchaeologist would scarcely dare to an- 
swer off-hand. However, this pretty cus- 
tem of freselly and gaily arraying fhe fem- 
inine head on the most notable and gio- 
rious day of spring, can easily and gafely 
be traced thirteen centuries. 

Going back that far not cnly is it flat- 
tering to feminine taste and conservatism 
to find that a cherming custom has en- 
dured so long, but that to the plous and 
zealous women is dus all the honor of 
having inaugurated the first official Eas- 
ter Sunday celebrations in western Eu- 
rope. 

It is all very well for St. Martin, an 
heroic worker among the barbarous Frank- 
ish hosts as early as the year 300 A. D., 
to claim the glory of celebrating the first 
Paster Sunday at Tours, where a remnant 
of hig ehrine still exists: but it was not 
unt!] fair Clotilda married pagan Clovis, 
that the anniversary of the resurrection 
became an imposing national religious func- 
tion. 

Clotilda, ft is written, was a pious Bur- 

princess who took Clovis for bet- 
ter or wofse, and so worked on hig spirit 
that she softened his heathen soul with 
Christian doctrine, and persuaded him to 
submit to baptism. That was in the year 
496, and in 610 Clovis founded the cathedral 
at Strasburg, where the Franks, whom 
Clovis had either persuaded or forced to 
follow his example, came to celebrate their 
first grand Daster festival. 

Now it ig neither frivolous nor foolishly 
imaginative to suppose that Queen Clo- 
tilda an@ the women of the Frankish hosts 
decorated themselves In especial honor of 
this Sunday of Sundays and worshiped be- 
neath the cathedral roof in fervor, thanks- 
giving and Joevely fresh headdresses. This 
good lady outlived her husband, and on 
his death retired to a convent, but Stras- 
burg cathedral stands as a monument 
to the greatness of feminine influence, and 
it was in England next that a woman con- 
trived to have celebrated the first Daster 
Sunday among the Anglo@Saxon barba- 
rians. 

Everybody who visits the cgthedral city 
of Canterbury takes the time to knock 
up the sexton, and investigate the little 
church of St. Martin. As a church, it 
dates back 1301 years exactly, and memo- 
ries of its founder, Queen Bertha, cling as 
closely about it as the ivy to its tower. 
Bertha came from France, and could claim 
rather close blood relationship with the 
pious Clotilda. She, too, married to a 
pagan husband, that hardened old sinner 
Ethelbert, great great grandson of the 
immortal Hengist, invader of England. 

Bertha, however, labored not in vain with 
Ethelbert’s conscience, for the king in- 
vited St. Augustine to Kent, and built on 
the ruins of the Roman palace the present 
tiny church, which is but fifty feet long 
and twenty-five feet wide. 

The font, in whith St. Augustine took 
water to baptize the king, still rests in the 
church, and Bertha’s stone coffin is ex- 
hibited to visitors. As to the debt BDnglish-

There is a lapse of about 1,100 yearg be. 
fore Easter Sunday enjoyed its first om- 
cial recognition in what constituted the 
original thirteen United States. The Pur 
itans steruly regarded Easter festivities as 
popish rites, and refused to observe them, 
so that to the Pilgrim mothers cannot be 
given any of the credit enjoyed by Queens 
Clotilda or Bertha. An Easter bonnet 
would probably have been put in the stocks 
had jt been found abroad@ in Plymouth or 
Boston in the seventeenth century. 

In consequence, to Virginia goeg the honor 
of holding the first Easter service at 
Jamestown, about 1607. There wag a ee 
tain parson, Hunt, who came over with 
the early settlers to care for their spirit. 
ual needs, and steel caps on masculine 
heads were the only Easter bonnets Vir. 
ginia saw for a long time. There ig now 
orly an ivy-grown brick tower to mark 
where the spot where Jamestown’s Ikttle 
church stood, and where the Easter feast, 
with proper rites, floral altar decorations, 
and a sound doctrinal sermon, received jni- 
tial celebration in the states. This chureh 
did not owe its erection to any aspecial 
feminine influence, so far as the annals of 
Virginia record. The bricks and altar dee. 
orations were all brought from Eng 
but thcre is not a shadow of a doubt that 
the first Easter bonnet ever seen in the 
states flaumed its innocent splendors among 
the rough old pews of/the little edifice in 
Jamestown, and that_the church was built 
to eheltet at their devotions the wives of 
the colonists, to whom Easter Was some- 
thing more important, from every stand- 
point, than any of the other fifty-one Sun- 
days in the year.

Mr. Rice made the point that it was a 
little too late now to adopt such a resolu- 
tion, as the date of the primary had been 
fixed three weeks ago, and some of the 
candidates might have already made ar- 
rangements sought to be prohibited. He 
offered an amendment that the rule take 
effect from the passage of the resolution, 
not holding any candidates liahle for any 
action prior thereto, 

Captain Brotherton accepted the amend- 
ment, and the resolutions as amended were 
unanimously adopted.

REPRESENTATION IN PARIS FAIR 


and Interests 


From Every State In the Union Comes the Unanimous 
Request for an Exhibit of Woman's Work 


to Be Made.

So far no organized effort has been made 
by American women to have an exhibit 
at the forthcoming world's fair at Paris. 
An appropriation of $600,000 has been made 
by the government for a display of this 
country at Paris, but in the stipulations 
of the appropriation there are none that 
afford any aid whatsoever to ah exhibit 
essentially woman's. It had been Intimased 
previous to the passage of the bill appro- 
priating $600,000 that an effort made by 
American women for representation would 
be not only recognized officially, but given 
pecuniary aid. 

It is undoubtedly .true that the enter- 
prising women of this country would hav6é 
asked for a part of the appropriation had 
they thought for an instant that official 
provision would not have been made for 
them without a formal request, 

Now that they have not been recognized, 
it remains with them whether there will 
be at the Parts exposition an exhibit ex- 
clusively devoted to the work of American 
women. Should they effect an organization 
and appeal as the women of the natidn 
to the government, it is certain they would 
receive the proper recognition and encour- 
agement, if not pecuniary aid. If this 
effort is to be made, it should be done at 
once, for in two years’ time it would be 
all even American women could do to or- 
Ganize and develop an exhibit that would 
do them good, or acquire some representa- 
tion in the great foreign fair. 

What American women can accomplish 
has been manifested in thé last ten years, 
and their development in art, science, in- 
dustries, and in their every undertaking 
has placed them among the crowning glo- 
ries of the nineteenth century. 
When one considers this and re- 
ealls the substantial evidence they 
have given of thetr achievements 
it would really seem that the Paris exposi- 
tion would be incomplete, did {t not include 
among the displays of the progress of pres- 
ent days, an exhibit or representative of 
the women of this country. 

Their cupacity to cope with the women 
of the old world in any line, {gs a fact that 
only tempts the writer to eulogize her coun- 
try women, and defy the rivalry of the 
women of any other country, to compete 
with them in any undertaking that 
would bring about an exhibition of genuine 
development in any line. 

Many prominent Atlanta women, when 
interviewed upon the subject of the Amer- 
ican women being: represented at Paris, 
spoke enthusiastically in favor of it, and 
especially those who had experience in the 
three great expositions that have developed 
American interests within the last ten years. 


Mrs. Thompson Talks. 


Mrs. Joseph Thompson, who, as the head

States and Internation Exposition had the 
experience of leadership In the largest en- 
terprise ever undertaken by the women of 
the south, believes that the women of Ameri- 
oa should not only create a movement fa- 
voring their representation at the Paris 
exposition, but that an organization for the 
purpose of developing an exhibit should be 
effected at once. 

“The government needs no object lessons 
in what American women can accomplish,” 
she said, “for the woman's department of 
theChicago fair was the first proof of what 
they can accomplish. They proved in their 
exhibit there that they are not only keep- 
ing pace with every phase of feminine de- 
velopment, but that they were as shining 
lights amon gthe women of the civilized 
world in art, science, industry and every 
achievement that can be mastered by the 
feminine mind. Then, we have only to re- 
eall the development of women at the At- 
lanta exposition, which enterprise was the 
first great undertaking of the new south, 
and which brought forth the women as able 
factors in its success. Nothing, as has been 
been proved already, gives a greater impe- 
tus to woman’s work than an exhibit sim- 
jlar to theirs at Chicago and Atlanta. Unhes- 
itatingly, compare the two enterprises, for 
when one considers-the relative forces 
and resources brought to bear, and the 
fact that the Atlanta exposition was the 
first manifestation of a country just re- 
covering the destructive results of 4 War, 
1 contend that our woman’s department 
was comparable to that of the Chicago 
fair, Having witnessed the achievement 
of woman at Chicago and Atlanta, and 
their subsequent success in the woman's 
exhibit of the Tennessee Centennial, I am 
constrained to believe that a representa- 
tion and exhibit of American women at the 
Paris fair is a duty they owe themselves, 
and it will be a fitting culmination to fhe 
wonderful achievements of America’s fin 
de siecle Woman.” 


What Mrs. Felton T binks. 


Mrs. William H. Felton, who was Geor- 
gia’s able representative in the woman's 
department of the Chicago fair and a 
strong factor in the success of the wo- 
man’s side of the Atlanta exposition, was 
in the city yesterday. In discussing the 
matter of America’s women being repre- 
sented in the Paris exposition, she said: 

“IT was greatly disappointed when [I read 
that in the division of the $600,000 appro- 
priated by the government for America’s 
exhibit at Paris there was no provision 
made for woman's representation. If, 
however, American women should organize 
with the determination to develope an ex- 
hibit of their work at Paris, I believe they 
would receive recognition from the govern- 
ment. Any steps in this direction should 
be taken at once, and I see no reason why 
we of the south should not be the first to 
voice a movement in behalf of America’s 
women bdeing brought forth in their repre- 
sentative force and capacity in an appro- 
priate display at the Paris exposition.” 


Mrs. Atkinson's Views. 


Mrs. W. Y. Atkinson, the wife of Geor- 
@ia’s governor, is most enthusiastic in her 
expressions favoring an exhibit from 
American women. In reference to the 
matter, she says: 

‘The plan for the women of America to 
unite in organized representation at the 
world’s fair to be held in Paris in 1900 is, 


in my opinion, a great and tmportant “p- 
portunity for the vigorous new world ta 
present an object lesson to the old. The 
women of the older civilizations have not 
yet been fully able to set aside the narrow 
traditions of the ages which held them as 
slaves and inferiors, and in the great so- 
cial, economic, educational and religious 
questions of the century, in which women 
should be equally interested as well as 
men, our sisters beyond the seas are look- 
ing to us for definite action and guidance. 
By all means, let this great coun- 
try of ours have an equal _ repre- 
sentation at the hands of it women— 
women who think instead of theorize—do 
instead of dream—and for whom planning 
is but the initial step to performing. 
‘““lLhe only way to acquire permanent and 
recognized strength is to organize into 


association. In many respects the nine- 
teenth century is woman's century. lree- 
dom of thought and choice of profession 
have been won by her in this golden cycle 
of time, and especially is this true in 
America. What we have done should be 
for the whole world of women, as well as 
for our own especial continent. What we 
have won belongs to our sisters in every 
land, for we have no right to hold our 
progress fast and close and restrict its 
triumph and benefit so long as the humblest 
daughter of the east remains enslaved In 
the harem or wrapped in the darkness of 
heathen superstition, 

“The south is a powerful portion of this 
far reaching new world; Atlanta is the 
recognized center of the south and state 
and city organization should be formed 
here that will radiate throughout Georgia 
and result in a tangible representation 
that will take no second position in the 
great national display.”’ 


Mrs. Loulis M. Gordon. 


Mrs, Loulle M. Gordon, who was repre- 
sentative at large of the woman’s depart- 
ment of the International and Cotton States 
exposition, believes that American women 
will undoubtedly organize in behalf of their 
rcpresentation at Paris. “Tt seems to 
duty,”’ she said, ‘“‘that 
representation of Amer- 
ican women at Paris. The good that has 
been accomplished by the expositions in 
this country, and the new life they have 
given to woman's development calls for a 
continuance of the good work, in the na- 
ture of representation at. Paris... I think 
that not only should there be an exhibition 
of what our women have accomplished in 
the arts, sciences, industries and modern 
inventions, but that there should be a 
Series of woman’s congresses, that bring- 
ing together the thinking women of the 
world in discussion of their mutual inter- 
ests, universal benefit would be derived 
from it.” 


Mrs. Hempbill's Opinion. 

Mrs. W. A. Hemphill, who was a promi- 
nent member of the woman’s board of the 
Atlanta exposition, said with great earn- 
estness: “I am deeply impressed with the 
necessity of American women having prop- 
er representation in Paris, and I think the 
women of every section should unite ag one 
and ask for recognition from the govern- 
ment. They should effect organization at 
once and work with that patriotism that is 
always a potent factor in our undertakings, 
I think the women of e@ach state should 
co-operate among themselves and then with 
the women of other states for one grand 
organization, and I believe that the women 
of the sOuth would not only be enthusiastic 
in developing any exhibit undertaken, but 
that they would be found foremost in its 
success,"’ 


Mrs. |}. K. Ottley, 


Mrs. John King Ottley, deeply inter- 
ested in every subject pertaining to wo- 
man’s development, and a woman reéecog- 
nized for her brilliancy of mind, said on the 
subject: 

“Expositions ara becoming more and 
more exhibita of thought, rather than of 
things. Our own Columbian exposition 
was the pioneer in this direction. Every 
one concedes that at this fair and at all 
succeeding ones the congresses, with the 
people they brought together, the thoughts 
they promulgated and the discussion they 
elicited outstripped in interest every ma- 
terial exhibit. 

“An exposition like the one tn Paris {s 
a great thought exchange, truly a ‘“‘parlla- 
ment of the world.” Of course women 
must bear their part in this. They have 
60 much that is of interest to contribute. 
The new movement toward fuller thought 
among women is world-wide and different 
parts of the world are curlous and eager 
to know wheat the women of the other 
parts are doing and thinking. 

“Witness Sir Walter Besant’s writing 
from England to know what the Georgia 
Federation of Women’s Clubs were doing. 
iAll gorts of questions should be -dis- 
cussed. 

‘Think, for instance, of the interest which 
would accrue from a congress of women 
of every nation who would compare the 
eystem of labor for women agd children 
and discuss uniform means of regulating 
it properly. 

“Great food congresses, discussions of san- 
itation and hygiene or the best means of 
housing the poor. A congresa demonstrat- 
ing the political status of women in every 
nation. would be interesting. Hundreds of 
subjects press for consideration. 

“The material exhibits could easily be 
arranged for. By all means Georgia wo- 
men should be among the first to bestir 
themselves on this line, for fn the organized 
work they have already done in our own 
exposition: and in the club work of the 
nation Georgia stands easily first among 
the southern states.” 


Miss Ella Powell. 


Miss Ella M. Powell, who was-a success- 
ful worker on the board of the Cotton 
States and International exposition, says 
in the interest of an exhibit at Paris: 

“The American woman of today is the 
most fortunate woman in all the. earth. 
Where is there another who thinks and 
acts as freely and has the consideration 
of men as she? 

“On account of this unique and progres- 
sive position, much has been written and 
said of her, and by many foretgn nations 
she is in a measure misunderstood. There 
are three reasons for this. Some of the 
ambitious and partisan journalists who 
cross the ocean take a hurried peep at her 
and presume to give an accurate and broad 
description from the view of their limited 
perspective. In turn, many American wo- 
men abroad do not always conduct them- 
selves with that dignity becoming their 
eex, thinking because they are in a foreign 
land among strangers they can take many 
libertles and ensconce themselves against 
reproach with the weak excuse, ‘I did not 
know the customs.’ ‘Custom’ has but little 
to do with it. The instincts of a lady are 
innate and should be depended upon under 
every flag and in all climes of civilized na- 
tions. 

“Again, the woman who steps upon the 
platform, unties her bonnet strings, and 
in a vociferous voice hurls a volley of 
erratic ideas at the world, does much te 
bring upon her sex unsympathetic criticism. 
How shall the womanly women of America 
be rightly understood? Would not the op- 
portunity best come with the Paris expo- 
sition in 1900, when al] nations will be gath. 
ered together and we could put before them 
a etrong object lesson of the gerious work 
of American women?

Just a year and a few months ago, one 
of the most notable gatherings that ever 
occurred was in Washington, D. C. A 
gentle, retiring, devoted mother conceived 
the plan, and as she unfolded it to some 
of the most prominent women of our coun- 
try, it was grasped with avidity, and the 
“the mothers’ congress.” 
The woman to whom the idea was due was 
Mrs. Theodore W. Birney, of Washington, 
D. C. 

Mrs. Birney firat discussed the subject 
before the New York chautauqua, and 
from the first put forth all her efforts to 
make it a success. To use her own words, 
she said: ‘“‘Men have a thousand impera- 
tive outside interests and pursuits, while 
nature has set her seal upon woman as the 
care-taker of the child; therefore it is 
natural that woman should lead in awaken- 
ing mankind to the sense of the responsi- 
bilities resting upon the race to provide 
each new-born soul with an environment 
which will foster its higher development.” 

A call of the mothers’ congress was made 
before the meeting of the general Federa- 
tion of Woman's Clubs, at Louisville, in 
May, 1896; a similar call was presented be- 
fore the home congress held in Boston, in 
October, 1896. During this interval from 
October to March, when the congress con- 
vened, Mrs. Birney was indefatigable in 
her efforts to make the mothers’ meeting 
a success; circular and press notices echoed 
the call from day to day; the enthusiasm 
of the leaders seemed wafted upon the 
wings of the wind, and mothers from Maine 
to California caught the spirit of mother’s 
love from the heart of the originator of 
the movement, and heart answered heart, 
and, as if impelled by mighty waves, swept 
all obstacles away and brought this great 
effort to a climax. 

The president was of course encouraged 
by letters and expressions of approbation, 
but she was totally unprepared for the re- 
sult. When the time came for the congress 
to meet the largest hotel in Washington 
was secured and every arrangement made 
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to accommodate the delegates and visitors. 
But, alas! these best laid plans were of 
no avail. Instead of hundreds, thousands 
came. A more commodious place was 
sought. The largest audience room of one 
of the largest churches was selected, and 
the meeting moved to that. Even that 
failed to seat the crowds, and one of the 
largest halls tin the city was secured. For 
three days the congress was in session and 
the most able papers read—all helpful to 
mothers, and ali treated of child study in 
every condition, and subjects such as 
“Rearing of Children,” ‘‘Nature’s Studies 
in the Home,” “Character Building,” etc. 
These topics treated by the ablest lecturers 
in the land—but you have probably read all 
of these, as they came out in book form. 

Now we will look for a moment at the 
results. The enthusiasm never cooled. Mrs. 
Birney, the president—although overshad- 
owed by a great sorrow during the past 
year, the loss of her beloved companion— 
has never ceased in her efforts to make 
this work result in good. 

Over all our broad land mothers’ clubs 
have been formed, mothers have met to- 
gether in bands to help each other; they 
discuss modes and methods for the good of 
their children, and a great interest has 
been diffused in every gtate, It is the old 
story of ‘“‘A little leaven leaveneth the 
whole lump.” 

We are now on the eve of another con- 
gress, which will be held in Washington 
the first week in May, and there we will 


see still farther the good that has been 
done. It was the writer’s privilege to visit 
the president recently in her home in Wash- 
ington and to have a peep into her study, 
where she has been doing such faithful 
work during the past year. . 

That her efforts will be rewarded there 
is no doubt. Success must crown her no- 
ble work, and when the mothers’ congress 
of 1898 convenes we may be prepared to 
hear the cheertng words, “The haif has 
not been told.’’—A. C. kh.

SON OF VETERANS TO RIDE IN PARADE 


Military and Civic Organizations Wit) 
Observe the Day by Going to 
the Cemetery. 


TIE confederate Memorial day to be 
"| celenratea on April 26th will be one 

of the largest and most generally ob. 
served days of the kind that has occurred 
in many years. The members of the Ladies’ 
Memorial Association have nearly com- 
pleted the-arrangements for the occasion, 


and an entertaining programme has besq 


made up. 

Colonel Albert Cox was invited by the 
association of ladies, at the suggestion ef 
Atlanta camp, No. 159, United Confederate 
Veterans, and has accepted the honor of 
being orator of the day. Mr. Cox is know; 
in all parts of the state aS @ Speaker, and 
he has on many previous oceasions thrilled 
old veterans and brought back to them 
the memories of the civil war. 

Colonel A. J. West has been selected ag 
the marshal of the day. He is quarter- 
master of the Fifth regiment, and has 
been connected with the military of the 
state for many years He will select his 
staff, made wp largely of confederate vet. 
erans, in a short time and arrange a parade 
for the day that will he the best seen in 
many years. 

One of tre prettiest and best parts of the 
parade will be the Sons of Veterans, who 
will turn out in harge numbers as an escort 
to the Ladies’ Memorial Association. It ig 
intended to have 100 of them on horses, 
and they will ride in the parade, making 
the appearance of a cavalry company. 

They will wear the gray uniform that has 
been adopted by the camp. ‘nis uniform 
is made of the regulation gray worn by 
the veterans when they marched to the 
war in 1861 and the years following. The 
uniforms have beén ordered, and the real- 
istic appearance that will be made by the 
Sons of Veterans will be very appropriate 
to the’ occasion. 

The Fifth regiment, Georgia volunteers, 
will be an important part of the parade 
if it is not meeded in actual warfare with 
the Spaniards before that time. It is the 
custom of all the military organizations to 
turn out on the day on which the memory 
of the confederate dead is honored. 

Several of the cempanies will have special 
drum corps, and buglers that, with the 
bands, will make a splendid appearance 
and arouse the spirit of the day and what 
it signifies in every southern heart. 

The Governors Horse Guards will ap- 
pear, as is customary, in full dress uniform, 
mounted, end with an array of bugiers 
trat will make the air ring with patriotic 
airs.

tndoubtedly the most successful llterary - 


young man that has come from the soutn 
to live in New York is Wh) N., Harben. 
Rorn: and reared in Dalton, Ga, hein a 
man of whom his native state may well be 
proud. Beginning as a writer of short 
character sketches for The Conatiiution, 
his work rapidiy met with favor in the edi- 
torial departments of the big northern 
magazines. 

He owes his signal success to a combina- 
tion of many causes which do not often 
meet in the personality of @ .iteriry as- 
pirant. First of all he was endoved with 
inexhaustible energy and indomitable crur- 
age to fight the foes of his calling; he had 
the artistic perception to tell him what the 
lovers of art wanted; he possessed the 
business judgment which guided him in 
his dealings with editors and publiso.ors. 

He {is a very prolific writer, but t«ver al- 
lows urgent demands on him to allure him 
into hasty, careless production. JJis ver- 
gatility is marvelous. He seems to be able 
to throw himself quite as gracefully into 
one of his styles as another. He has writ- 
ten genuine character studies of whites end 
blacks in the south, strange Schreiner 
Mke allegories, and a novel (“The Land of 
the Changing Sun’’) which has been called 
as strong a work of the imagination uae the 
best of Jules Verne’'s fanciful tales. ‘Two 
years ago when the editor of Lippincort’s 
Magazine wanted a complete novel frum 
hig pen Mr. Harben wrote ‘‘From Clew to 
Climax,”’ a detective story, which The 
Critic said was equal to ‘‘Sheriock 
Holmes.”’ 

Thomas Wentworth Higginson declared 
that his short sketch, “Not a Child Born,” 
was the work of a genius, and B. O. 
Flower, editor of The Arena, wrote the 
author in regard to this eccentric tale two 
years after it had appeared in print over 
Mr. Harben'’s name that Camfle Flamma- 
rion, the French writer, has just submit- 
ted a story to The Arena containing ex- 
actly the same plot.

end peculiar social conditions of certain 
portions of the south as is Mr. Harben.”’ 

Two things in particular have aided in 
bringing this author to the front more 
quickly than many men of equal ability, 
viz: He has been fortunate enough to have 
his name included tn the regular contribu- 
tors’ list of many infiuential magazines. 
(Nearly every issys of The Ladies’ Home 
Journal for the last three years has men- 
tioned Mr. Harben among its prominent 
contributors of short stories and this has 
been the same with other magazines.) Then 
Mir. Harben knows how to write his novels 
so that they find a ready market for use 
es serials, as well as for publication in 
book form. This, of course, more than 
doubles an author’s revenue. Mr. Harben’s 
“Land of the Changing Sun,” “The North 
Walk Mystery,” and ‘“‘From Clew to Cli- 
max’’ were bought by the largest syndi- 
cates in the world, and have been brought 
out as serials in thousands of papers, ‘‘The 
Caruthers Affair’ is another mystery nov- 
el of his which will appear as a continued 
story in America and England, and will 
be published by F. Tennyson Neely in book 
form this summer. 

Mr. Harben has many orders which he 
cannot fill, and he says here is where he 
has fiercest fights with Mammon. He 
could rapidly become rich if he would 
work hastily, but he feels that he is grow- 
ing rich rapidly enough and will not slight 
his work. 

Perhaps Mr. Harben’s most recent suc- 
cess of note is the sale of a new novel, 
the name of which he cannot make public 
just now. It came about in this way: The 
ewners of the Ladies’ Home Journal have 
just perfected their plans for the publica- 
tion of a high class weekly magazine and 
the managing editor of The Journal, Mr. 
William George Jordan, former editor of 
Current Literature, sent to all the lead- 
ing writers in America a request that thev 
Bubmit a novel for use as the only con- 
tinued story during the first four months 
of the weekly. This caused quite a stir 
among New York writers in particular, 
for they all knew Mr. Jordan personaliy 
ani that his payment for such a piece 
of work would be pfincely.

The 6th of January was a marked day in 
fhe calendar of medieval times, for upon 
it fell the feast of the Epiphany—the most 
popular of Christian festivala—Christmas 
day only excepted. All good churchmen 
know that the word Epiphany—meaning 
the “appearing’’—has reference to the star 
which guided ‘‘the three wise men’’ to the 
cave-stable at Bethlehem twelve days alier 
the birth of the Holy Child. 

Tradition says that they were three kings 
—their names, Meichoir, Balthayer and Gas- 
par—the one an Arabian, a descendant of 
Shem; the second, an Egyptian, of the race 
of Ham, and the third, Japhet’s representa- 
tive—typica]l of the world-wide homage to 
be paid to the incarnate Jehovah. 

“Three kings the King of Kings three gi‘ts 
dia bring.’’ Melchoir presented gold in rec- 
ognition of the sovereignty of the Babe; 
Gaspar, frankincense, in acknowledgment 
of His divinity, and Balthayer, myrrh, as 
typical of His human life—destined to be #0 
full of bitterness. 

Of the gold offered by Melchoir, there lis, 
according to ancient legend, a very curious 
history. Originally coined by Terah, the 
father of Abraham, the money was given 
by him to his son upon his departure from 
the iand of the Chiidees. 

It is gtated in the Koran—adopted from 
Mesopotamean traditions—that the patri- 
arch was forced into exile on account of his 
monotheistic convictions, and because he 
would not engage in his father’s business, 
which was the manufacture of idols of gold 
and silver. These idols were of the moon 
god, ‘‘Sin’’—whence the name of the highest 
mountain in that region—Sinail. The money

hen Joseph's brethren sold him to the 


Ishmaelites, they received these identical

Nearly one thousand years 
choir, the apocryphal successor of the 
Arabian monarch, brought them as a gift 
to “him that was called the king of the 
Jews.”’ .

Twenty years ago and for double twegty 
years back of that date no flower rivaled 
the camellia. Without a reason fashion 
has decreed this peerless flower out of 
favor.

The camellia has had its day 
as a reigning court favorite of Endland, 
Austria, Germany and especially of France.

Violets were 
Napoleon's favorite iuwers—camellias Jos@ 
phine’s. 

The camellia was named in honor of 
George Joseph Camellus or Kamel, a Mo- 
ravian Jesuit and traveler, who was also 
a botanist. It derives its syecific name 
from Japan, where it is a native and from 
whence it was introduced into Europe in 
i7sy. in its wild gtate it bears white 
red single flowers with yellow anthers a 
attains a height of twenty feet or more, 
The Japanese and Chinese florists } 
ago develope@® the very beautifui forms o 
double flowers of exquisite shades 
the single type and French 
Cultivators have even surpassed them. 

In England still the camellia is a favorite, 
Its popularity is less than that otfthe rose, 
orchid, carnation and chrysanthemum, but 
in its season of bloom, which is but once @ 
year, the royal conservatories are rich with 
the white, blush, scarlet and variegated 
flowers of the old type and the new Japan- 
ese camellias.

Last Year’s Coal Output. 

Mr. E. W. Parker, the well-known 
statistician of the United States geolog!- 
cal survey, has recently compiled some 
interesting figures showing the amount 
of coal produced in this country during 
the past year. In round numbers, this 
amount aggregates 198,256,000 tons. 

Pennsylvania heads the list with 
63,842,000 tons of bituminous coal and 
52,122,000 tons of anthracite coal. In the 
various other States bituminous coal is 
the only kind of coal produced to any 
considerable extent; and Pennsylvania, 
therefore, is clearly antitled to the dis- 
tinction of being’ the banner coal-pro- 
ducing state of the union. 

Next to Pennsylvania in the total 
quantity of coal produced last year 
ranks Illinois with 20,072,000 tons; next 
West Virginia, with 13,556,000 tons 
and next, Ohio, with 12,219,000 tons. 

In the following order rank the va- 
rious other states: Alabama, 5,893,000 
tons; lowa, 4,915,000 tons; Maryland, 
4,442,000 tons; Indiana, 4,019,000 tons; 
Kentucky, 3,906,000 tons; Colorado, 
3,303,000 tons; Tennessee, 2,880,000 tons; 
Missouri, 2,627,000 tons: Kansas,2,604,000 
tons; Wyoming,2,483,000 tons; Montana, 
1,647,000 tons; Virginia, 1,527,000 tons; 
Washington, 1,434,000 tons; Indian Ter- 
ritory, 1,321,000 tons; Arkansas, 807,000 
tons; New Mexico, 671,000 tons; Texas, 
619,000 tons; Utah, 649,000 tons; Mich- 
igan, 221,000 tons; Georgia, 195,000 tons; 
Oregon, 100,000 tons; California, 89,000 
tons; North Dakota, 70,000 tons; North 
Carolina, 21,280 tons, and Nebraska, 
495 tors. 

From the foregoing inventory it will 
be observed that West Virginia, Ala- 
bama, Maryland, Tennessee, Virginia 
and Kentucky are credited with large 
outputs of coal for the past year.

Order Issued to Enlist to Limi 
of Seventy-tive Men, 


WILL ALMOST DOUBLE TROOPS

Governor Is Informed That War Depart 
ment Will Furnish All Equipments, 


GEORGIA TO BE 8N WAR FOOTING 


Order Suspends Rules Requiring Pro- 
bation and Makes It an Easy 
Matter for Sound Men To 
Become Members of 
State Guard. 


Captain Oscar J. Brown, acting adjutant 
general of the etate of Georgia, yesterday 
morning fSsued an order to the cOmmand- 
ing officers of all companies in the state 
militia to increase the enlistment to sev- 
enty-five.

the number of state guard to become 
greater than it probably ever has been. 

At present ther are from thirty-five to 
forty men in each company and in many 
instances not nearly that many. The in- 
crease of the enlistment to seventy-five 
will almost double the strength of Geor- 
gia’s militia. 

Tt is estimated that there are at present 
about 3,000 men enlisted in the volunteer 
troops and efter the increased enlistments 
have been made the number will be al- 
most doubled. 

It appears that the increase in the ‘en- 
listment is made on account of the great 
probability of war. Under no other cir- 
cumstances would such a large number of 
troops be needed by the state. 

The arming and equipping of the addi- 
tional troops and of those already in the 
service will not cost the state of Geor- 
gia anything, since a letter was received 
from the war department by Governor At- 
Kinson yesterday stating that in case the 
Georgia militia is called on by the federal 
government to do service they will be 


armed and equipped by the government. 


This-official statement is naturally a great 
relief, since the arme for such a large num- 
ber of troops would cost a great sum of 
money. 

The order issued by Acting Adjutant 
Brown yesterday morning is as follows: 


“State of Georgia, Adjutant General's

“1. Commanders of regiments, unas- 


signed Dattalions and batteries of the Geor- 
&ia volunteers, are hereby directed to in- 
crease the enlistment of their companies 
to a number not to exceed seventy-five men, 
and will use every effort to place their 
commands in as efficient condition for ac- 
tive service as the means at hand will 


“2. In making these enlistments compa- 
ny rules requiring a period of probation 
will be set aside, but strict attention will 
be paid to physical condition of recruits, 
and enlistments will be confined to those 
between the eges of eighteen and forty- 
five years. 

“8. Company commanders wil) prepare 
lists of members of their companies who 
are disqualified physically, by age, or 
otherwise, for active service, and file them 
with their regimental or battalion com- 
manders for the action of this office jn 
case of hostilities. 

“4. In the event of 
state being called into active service, in- 
formation has been received that the wor 
Gepartment -will properly arm and equip 
them hefore they are sent into the field. 

By order of the governor. 
“OSCAR J. BROWN 
Acting Adjutant General.” 
Government Supplies Equipment. 

The letter received by Governor Atkin- 
son from the war department explains 
why he declined to accept the recommen- 
dations of the state advisory board and 
authorize the purchase of $30,000 of supplies 
and equipments. He was waiting for an 
answer to the letter of inquiry sent to 
the department on April 2d, which was 
printed in The Constitution @t the time it 
was written. 

Had Governor Atkinson allowed the sub- 
committee of the advisory board to buy 
the supplies asked for the estate would 
have, according to later developments, 
made a needless expenditure. The inten- 
tion of the war department to equip the 
state militia if it is called on to do service 
obviates the necessity for the state to do 
this. 

With the orders concerning the enlist- 
ment of the state troops to the full limit 
Captain Brown sent a letter to each cap- 
tain giving full and explicit instructions 
regarding the enlistments. . 

The order sets aside the company rules 
requiring a period of probation, but states 
that strict attention should be paid to the 
physical condition of all recruits and en- 
listmenta will be confined té those be- 
tween the ages of elghteen and forty-five. 

The result of the order issued by Captain 
Brown will be to place Georgia on a sound 
war footing and cause the staté militia 
to assume an unusual importance. It is 
generally admitted that in case of hos- 
tilities the national guard will play an im- 
portant part and Georgia's 6,000 men will 
do their share toward defending the coun- 
try or invading Cuba. 

That every company will be able to en- 
list the necessary number of men to cause 
their total to reach seventy-five there 
seems to be not the slightest doubt. War 
talk has been rife in Georgia and the 
opinion seems to be that a larger num- 
ber than is necessary will take advantage 
of the order and jein the state guard.

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GRAHAM SAYS CAMP 
SHOULD COME HERE 


He Recommends That, if Establisned, it 
Be Located in Atlanta. 


CITY WILL FURNISH WATER 


This Was the Only Point Which Prom 
ised Him Trouble. 


ALL BUT TWO COUNCILMEN CONSENTED 


General Graham Has Not Decided om 
Exact Place for Camp, but It Will 
Probably Be Near the Fort. 


N aocordance with the request ef the 
| wa: department for recommendation, 

General Graham, commander: of the 
department of the gulf, has recommended 
Atlanta as the most suitable place in his 
department for the location of a reserve 
camp should it become necessary to estab 
lish one. 

General Graham yesterday morning sent 
to the department his recommendation in 
regard to the place for the mobilization of 
troops, and states that in his opinion At- 
lanta is the most advantageous point to 
be found. 

Several days ago General Graham began 
his inspection of various points about the 
city and visitel many places which were 
thought to be suited for the encampment 
of a large body of troops. 

The inspection of the last few days has 
been for the purpose of deciding what point 
about Atlanta would be the most convenient 
and healthful for the camp.. He has not 
reached a final decision in this matter. 

General Graham has very carefully in- 
vestigated the railroad facilities, the water 
supply and healthfulness of the various 
cities in his department, and that he has 
found Atlanta superior to the others is 
evidenced by his recommendation to the 
department. In his statement to the de 
partment General Graham does not state 
what portion of the city he would select 
for a camp. 

While the determination of the point of 
concentration of troops will be decided by 
the authorities at Washington, the recom- 
mendation of General Graham carries 
great weight with it, and ft is believed by 
many that it will regnit in Atlanta being 
selected as the place of mobilization. 

General Graham’s opinion in the matter 
is agreed in by the members of his staff, 
and trere are few army officers stationed in 
Atlanta who do not believe this is the 
place for the camp for numerous and im- 
portant reasons. 

The fact that General Graham has per- 
sonally inspected the ground is thoroughly 
familiar with the situation in the various 
cities in his department would seem to 
cause his recommendation to be a guide to 
the authorities, and it is taken as a strong 
indication that the camp will be located 
here. 

When seen yesterday, 
said: 


“I have recommended that the camp, S.. 


established, be located in Atlanta. 
lieve this city to be the place for the camp, 
and have therefore recommended Atlanta. 
I know nothing about the establishment of 
the camp, and have only done as requested. 
*“T have not decided what portion of the 
city will be the most suitable for a camp. 
ve inspected a number of excellent 
places. I visited the camping grounds of 
the troops during the battle of Atlanta. 
This seems to be a good place, but Is a 
considerable distance from the rallroad. 
The railroad company would build a branch 
line to the camp, but I would much prefer 
to have it located on the main line. 

“The place near Fort McPherson ts on 
the main line and this ts greatly in tte fa- 
vor. You see in a camp of this kind t 1s 
necessary to be able to move the troop3 
in large number on very short notice and 
they shou'd be where they can be placed 
aboard cars and sent away train load after 
train'‘load. The city has agreed to furnish 
@il the necessary water and the mains 
could be extended at five days’ notice.’’ 


City To Aid Government. 

General Graham has been notified that 
the city is willing to extend the water 
mains to Fort McPherson should a large 
body of troops be brought here and has 
gequested that five days’ notice be given 
when it becomes necessary to have the wa- 
ter. 

The paper which was circulated by Mayor 
Collier Friday, favorable to the extension 
of the water mains, was signed by the en- 
tire aldermamic board and every member of 
council with the exception of Messrs. T. 
A. Hammond, of the sixth ward, and W. S. 
Thomson, of the fourth ward, These two 
gentlemen would not sign the paper. 

The cost of extending the pipes will be 
only about $7,000 and the benefits to be de- 
rived by the city from the establishment 
of the camp here will exceed this many 
times. The city authorities very willingly 
agreed to furnish the water supply and are 
anxious to have the camp located here. 

Camp Not Located Yet. 

The fact that General'Graham has made 
a recommendation in regard to the location 
of a reserve camp causes fit to become cer- 
tain that the authorities at Washington 
have not decided on the place to be named. 
So far only one regiment of troops has 
been ordered to report at Chicamauga Park 
and it is understood that these will remain 
there only a short while.

favorable outlook for the Mitchell 

street viaduct on account of the refu- 
gal of council to appropriate the addition- 
al $15,000 for this purpose, it was believed 
in city hall circles all day yesterday that 
the viaduct will yet be built.

Atlanta, April 9.—‘lhere was no change 
in sentiment, and as to speculation, near- 
ly everybody was disposed to be conserva- 
tive.

Most newspapers and members of 
congress have been declaring from day to 
day that war is inevitable, but in the face 
of this the stock market for several days 
has been devoid of any selling pressure 
and has even shown from time to time 
decided strength. 

Some preparations are being made for an 
important movement in the Union Pacific 
stocks as soon as the political atmosphere 
becomes clear. There is no doubt that 
accumulation of the preferred stock has 
been in progress around the present level 
for the past two or three weeks. It is 
said that the regular quarterly dividends 
on the preferred stock will begin some 
time tnis fall.

Local Review. 


Suspense over the probability of war and 
absence of foreign buyers for our eecuri- 
ties has caused a dullness in financial cen- 
ters this week. Since the war agitation 
began London has been a free buyer on 
this side and has had much to do with 
the strength of the market, but those who 
have been backing our securities from that 
quarter have largely withdrawn from trad- 
ing and transactions: have been confined 
to home buyers. Prices are not as & rule 
materially lower than a week ago, but 
the volume of business is decidedly small- 


er. 

The one feature of great interest is gov- 
ernment bonds.

In the money market these has been @ 
contraction of loans to-a moderate extent, 
borrowers having voluntarily reduced their 
lines in order to be on safe ground in case 
war does come. The bank reserve has 
been strengthened both from the go fm 
of loans and receipts of gold from abroad, 
Accommodations are freshly supplied when 
required, but bankers, like individuals, are 
pursuing a conservative course pending a 
disposition of our daifferences with Spain. 
While it seems now almost impossible to 
avoid war, if it should be done there would 
be unprecedented activity in all business 
lines except possibly those which have 
been abnormally stimulated by orders from 
the government for army and naval sup- 
ylies, 

Local trade is in a comatose condition and 
practically nothing ts doing. Money is 
plentiful enough and ordinarfly trade in 
securities would be of a most satisfactory 
character, but our people are, like those of 
other sections, waiting. Bankers report de- 
posits as increasing instead of falling off, 
as they usually do at this season.

Paine, Murphy & Co’s Cotton Letter. 


Atlanta, April 9.—The cotton market to- 
day as far as activity was concerned was 
practically a repetition of yesterday, total 
tratsactions amounting to only 18,000 bush- 
els. The opening was at a decline of 1@2 
points under yesterday, but during the clos- 
ing hour of the session covering by a few 
shorts resulted in an improvement of 1 to 
2 points over yesterday's close.

EXCESSIVELY DULL 


Traders Waiting Developments in Wash- 
ingten on Monday. 


CASH SALES WERE GOOD 


Corn and Oats Were Easier and Lower 
and Provisions Closed Slight- 
ly Higher.

Chicago, April 2.—Wheat today cfosed at 
practically unchanged figures for July and 
September, but a cent higher for May. 
The latter was helped by good cash sales. 
Trading was excessively dull, traders pre- 
ferring to await the developments at Wash- 
ington Monday. Corn and oats were easier 
and closed about %c lower. Provisions ad- 
vanced slightly. 

With the exception of a little activity 
around the opening, trading in wheat was 
so dull as to be hardly worthy of mention. 
There was a general inclination among 
traders to await Monday’s developments at 
Washington before committing themselves 
very much, and this and the absence of 
any incentive in the way.of call quotations 
confined trading almost altogether to a 
Slow and narrow scalping buisness. The 
opening was steady in July at 84% 7725c, 
compared with yesterday’s closing price of 
84%c. There was evidently still some nerv- 
ousness among shorts on account of yester- 
day’s heavy buying movement, but the de- 
mand from this source soon died awiy. 
Most of the speculators in the pit were 
bearishly inclined’ on account of the fa- 
vorable crop reports from Ohio and Ken- 
tucky. The Ohio state report put the wheat 
condition at 72, against 67 last month, while 
Kentucky crop condition was placed at 101, 
compared with $4 at this time last year. 
As the government crop report on Monday 
is expected to be favorable, there was a 
little selling pressure for a short time after 
the opening, resulting in a decline to 84%c. 
This was removed and buying stimulated 
somewhat by New York advices to the ef- 
fect that foreigners were good buyers there 
against liberal acceptances of yesterday's 
offerings and the prices recovered to S5c, 
the high point of the day. The local and 
Northwest wheat movement rather fa- 
tored the bulls. Minneapolis ‘and Duluth 
reported 171 cars, against 299 last week and 
234 a year ago. Chicago receipts were 45 
cars, The additions to contract stocks to- 
day were lighter than of late, amounting 
to but 64,000 bushels, including 28 cars from 
regular sources and 20 cars and 16,000 bush- 
els from mixing houses. After the advance 
to 8c. July, the market gradually sold 
off again to 4%@S8i%c under realizing and 
for the rest of the session did not move 4c 
either way. September followed July close- 
ly in the matter of fluctuations. There was 
a little revival of interest in May, which 
has been practically at a standstill all the 
week, and a number of trades were made 
in it at $1.06, a cent above yesterday’s price. 
Leiter’s sales of 200,000 bushels to go abroad 
today, a big business considering the holi- 
day season, was apparently a factor in the 
advance. The market was almost at a 
standstill towrd the close.. July closed ¢t 
845%.@34%c, a shade under yesterday’s final 
price. 

Corn was easier on a moderate amount of 
trading. Belief that the short interest has 
been almost eliminated by § yesterday’s 
heavy buying and rains in the corn country 
encouraged sellers, and prices ruled lower 
all day. Freer country offerings following 
higher prices was also a weakening factor.

His manners are Staiely and 
dignified. He is a brilliant talker. anal 
every word he utters convevs the exact 
meaning he intended. He is above the 
medium height, straight and slender, and 
has iron-gray Wair and mustache and two 
plercing £ray eves set deep in his head 
- beneath heavy eyebrows. He talks in a 
low tone of voice, never hesitates for a 
word, and only twice during my talks with 
him did he become excited. although dwell- 
ing for the first time in over thirty years 
on matters @rhich must have stirred his 
feelings to their core. Once was when he 
spoke of Wilkes Booth, and the other time 
was during his terrible arraignment of 
Weichmann. He is only fifty-five years 
old, although he. looks seventy. He té@td 
me he lived fifty years from the time he 
entered the. southern army until he was 
liberated on bail after his two months’ 
trial. As the substance of this-interview is 
of considerable historica] importance in that 
it is the first purely voluntary statement 
of any one who had aught to do with 
Wilkes Booth, I will give his statement, 
word for word, as they left his mouth, 
merely preserving historica] sequence, 
“When the war broke out I was a small 
boy of sixteén, studying at St. Crarles 
college, in’ Carroll county, Maryland, and 
like all southern boys at that time I was 
a red-hot rebel, and dearly loved my native 
state. At the college it was strictly against 


: = “the rules to discuss, even in the most 


casual manner, any of. the political ques- 
tions then agitating the country. I re- 
member one afternoon we were all on the 
campus, which directly faced Charles Car- 
roll of Carrollton’s beautiful estate. Doure- 
hegan Manor, when there issued from the 
main driveway opposite a troop of con- 
federate cavalry on their way to join the 
army of northern Virginia. The troop had 
been recruited, and was led by young 
Charles Carroll. They were a magnificent 
set of young men, full of fire, dash and 
vim, and presented a splendid appearance. 
I was fired with martial ardor <at the 
sight, and tossing my cap into the air, 1 
cheered and cheered again. In faet, I 
cheered myself hoarse. When the troop 
had disappeared behind a cloud of dust, my 
comrades assured me that I would certain- 
ly be expelled, and taking the bull bv the 
horns, as it were, I went direct to the 
principal and told him what I had done. 
He was very angry at first, but finally 
softening, said it might prove a good thing 
after all, adding: ‘We may have use for 
those young men yet.’ ‘ p 

“It was at this college that I first met 
Lewis J. Weichmann, my Nemesis, a man 
who has done more than any one living or 
dead to bring disgrace on me and my 
family. He is a living proof that the child 
is father to the man. 

“After staying at the college a few 
months I became convinced that my place 
was in*the ranks of the southern confed- 
eracy, and suiting the action to the 
thought, I went direct to Richmond and 
entered the secret service bureau under 
General Wilder, one of the finest Americans 
that ever lived. It would’ take every 
column of space in the paper you repre- 
sent to detail all my experiences 
while traveling the underground route be- 
tween Richmond, Washington, Baltimore 
and Montreal. [ had innumerable hair- 
breadth escapes. When I look back 
on the risks I ran and the desperate 
chances I took, I fai! to see how I could 
have been so foolhardy. I walked in and 
*7t af the lines of the two armies, entered 
and left Washington, went from Richmond 
t> New York, to London, returned to 
Washington and elbowed the union gen- 
erals, all the while gathering valuable in- 
formation for the service. I knew every 
crossroad, by path and hiding place in 
northern Virginia and southern Maryland.,”’ 

“Captain Surratt, it has been stated in 
onejof the principal magazines, that Booth 

anxious to get your co-operation on 
(Wat very account and_that when you were 

Introduced to him in Washington by Dr. 
Mudd you thought at first that he was a 
union spy. It is stated that you were with 
Weichmann.”’ 

“Ah! Wilkes Booth. [ loath him. In the 
fF . first place, Wilkes Booth was never intro- 
' duced to me by ir, Mudd, on the street or 
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anvwhere e!lse,, Booth came to me with a 
letter. of introduction from a valued and 
trusted friend. In the second place, Weich- 
mann was nowhere near when Booth pre- 
sentéd his letter. | looked upon Booth from 
the start as a hot-headed, visionary man, 
and the moment he breathed his wid 
scheme to me of abducting Lincoin, I sim- 
piv laughed at him. 

"It is utterly impracticable,” |] said to 
him. ‘In the first. place, L tenow worthern 
Virginia and seuthern Marviand by heart.’ 

"It is on that very account that I have 
come to you for your assigfsance, co-opera- 
tion and advice,’ said Booth. 

‘And it’s on that very account that 7 
tell vou that the idea is not feasi le,’ I 
replied. ‘In the second plaee, you do not 
realize the danger.’ _ 

‘*T: don’t consider 
said Booth. 

‘Nor I.’ I replied, ‘but it must be con- 
sidered. After leaving Washinston  pro- 
vided we are able to leave witi President 
Lineoln, whieh I doubt,.we will hove to 
drive over a hundred miles before we ean 
cross the Potomac. After having crossed 
that in safety, we will have to drive from 
one end if midland Virginia to the ciher. 
Don't you know that that section is simptv 
swarming with YVunke2s? [| ila, pecause I 
have just come ‘threuzn there Grented 
that We do get throngic::h right; we receh 
the Rappahannock and cross it, we will be 
reasonably safe. But we stan] about cne 
chance in 5% of surmounting all those o»- 
Stacles, Inside of sa hour, or at mest. 
two hours, from the tinie we get poasession 
of Mr. Linecoln's.person, the entire. country 
will be in a furore. The president of the 
United States cannot be spirited away 
like an ordinary citizen.’ Booth said he 
was willing to take any chance. 

“IT believe he was a monomaniac on the 
subject. He had bhrooded over the south’'s 
wrongs so Much that his mind was unset- 
tled on the subject. He talked a gvod deal 
of ridding the country af an arch tyrant, 
of helping the south and of dying for his 
cauntry. He was unquestionably ingane 
when he shot Lincoln. No man in his right 
mind would have done that. The sou‘h lost 
its best friend when it lost Lincoln. He 
understood its conditions and the eharacter 
of its people as no man did before or 
since. Booth was the svuth’s worst ene- 
my, although he Was sincere in wanting to 
aid her. 

‘After engaging in this converagation with 
Booth I dismissed the matter from my 
mind and supposed Booth had done the 
same. Going direct to Richmond I reported 
to General Wilder and was directed by him 
to go at once to Elmira, N. Y., and learn 
the plans of the fortifications, prison, ete., 
at that point, with the number of prisoners. 
I was in Elmira for several weeks and as 
my pockets were full of Uncle Sam's gold, 
furnished me by my government, I made 
hosts of friends, and I may add that it 
was a blessed good thing for me that I 
did, for tt saved my life at my trial. Among 
the people I met at that point was a union 
colonel who was connected with the fortifi- 
cations. He seemed to be suffering from a 
chronic state of ‘dead broke,’ and finding 
that I had plenty of Money and was not 
averse to accommodating a friends, he soon 
began to borrow. That was exactly what 
I wanted. At first it was $10 and $20 at a 
time. Then it was $100 and $200. I finally 
had him completely in my power. One 
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day we were walking along the street and 


he said to me, ‘Look here! 
you a question. What are you doing 
around here and what do you want” IT 
told him that I was in Elmira because I 
liked the place, and I added that [ was 
anxious to get inside of the prison to see 
what it looked like. He promised to get 
me inside, and on the following day was 
as good as his word. He took me all 
through the place and finally left me on a 
tower, where I made careful plans of the 
place. I repeated my visit on the following 
day and having gained what I wanted, f 
determined to go back to Richmond, It 
was on my journey from Elmira to Albany 
that I first learned of Lincoln’s assassina- 
tion. I was shocked and my conversa- 
tion with Booth immediately recurred to 
my mind. The next day en route from Al- 
bany ta New York I bought a New York 
paper and read in it that it was supposed 
that I was with Booth in his flight and 
that a reward of 325,000 was offered for my 
capture, dead or alive. When I read that 
startling intelligence I immediately left the 
train and took the first one northbound 
that came along. Late that night I crossea 
into Canada and that was the last time 1 
saw the United States, until brought back 
on a man of war tWo years later. I went 
to Montreal and then to Quebec. In the 
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| latter city I was secreted in a monastery 
f . 


and there remained for five months. Think- 
ing it wiser to be out of the country, on 
account of the angry feeling of the people, 
I boarded a steamer and went to London. 
I was in London some time, and also vis- 
jted Liverpool and Birmingham, I then 
went to Paris, went to. Rome and enlisted 
in the Papal Zouaves under the name of 
Watson, My life while in the Papal Guards 
was very pleasant, but I[ continually 
longed for my native land. 
came a sergeant and in the war between 
the papal states and the 
was in my element. It was while in the 
service of Pius IX that I wrote to one of 
the most prominent union statesmen in 
this country, telling him who and where I 
was and asking him if it would be safe 
for me to return to the United States, and 
if I could get a jury trial and not undergo 
a drumhead court martial. He wrote back 
saying that in his opinion I could not get 
a jury trial, and advising me to remain 
away from Agmerica at least three years. 
The judge at my trial refused to admit 
these letters as evidence of my intention 
to return to this country voluntarily. I 
determined, however, to return and to take 
my ahances of a court martial, and was 
on the point of doing so when I was ar- 
rested at the instance of Pope Pius LX and 
east into prison.’ 

“How did he learn who you were?’ 

“Through the contemptible treachery of 
a friend—so called—a Canadian. I had 
shared my bread and butter, my blanket, 
and even my shirts with that man, and 
had any one told me ‘he was going to prove 
as false as he did I would have gcouted 
the bare suggestion. I have long since 
learned that no man in this world can be 
trusted. This man went to Cardinal An- 
tonelli and told him my story. Antonelli 
went with the information to the pope, 
who immediately ordered my arrest and 
strict confinement. E was stationed at one 
of the outposts between Rome and Naples. 
in the Italian mountains It was a beauti- 
ful spot and we were quartered jin an old 
monastery. The papal secretary of state 
at once communicated with the United 
States secretary of state that they had me 
and our government ordered a man-of-war 
then cruising in the Indian ocean to report 
to Porto Vecchio and take me aboard. 

“Now, as a matter of fact, our govern- 
ment did not want me in the United States. 
They were willing and anxious for me to 
remain abroad, and hoped I would con- 
tinue to do so. While I was in Landon, 
Liverpool and in Birmingham our consuls 
at those ports knew who I was and ad- 
vised our state department of my where- 
abouts, but nothing was done. Of course, 
when the matter was brought to the at- 
tention of the government in such an of- 
ficial manner and from such a source, 
there was nothing to do but to express 
thanks and take measures for having me 
returned to this country for trial. 

“In the meantime I was confined in a 
cell in the old monastery. The second 
day after my arrest, or rather the second 
night, a messenger arrived from Antonelli 
directing the officer in command of the 
post, the Baron de Serappe, who, you will 
remember, married Miss Polk, of North 
Carolina, to have me sent to Rome under 
heavy guard the moment the summons 
was received. I was awakened at 4 a. m. 
by the rusty Key grating in the lock of my 
cell, and by the light of a ‘flickering lan- 
tern I saw that my untimely visitors were 
an officer and six sokiiers, all heavily 
armed. At once I knew what it meant, 
and when the lieutenant in command or- 
dered me to dress at once in order to go 
to Rome, I at once made up my mind 
that, let the consequences be what they 
may, I would not go to the Eternal City. 
While dressing I mentally arranged a pian 
of escape. This old monastery was built on 
the side of the mountain, nestling on one 
side, and the west side was directly over a 
precipice over a hundred feet high. A wall 
four feet high guarded the court yard. I 
determined to break away from my cap- 
tors and go over that precipice. When I 
had finished dressing I was placed in the 
center of this guard and we slowly as- 
cended the stone steps of the old building, 
worn smooth by countless feet of many 
generations of monks. We reached the 
court yard and turned toward the left. 
Just as we reached the point I had selected 
for my attempt I made a break for liberty, 
and running quickly across the court yard 
jumped on the wall. Gathering myself for 
the attempt, I took a long breath and 
jumped into space, doubling my legs slight- 
ly under me as I did so. About thirty-five 
feet from the top of the precipice there 
was a bare ledge of rock jutting out from 
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ed safely on that ledge.’’ 

“Captain, it has been stated that when 
you ‘broke away from your captors you 
made a wild jump over this precipice and 
landed purely by accident on that ledge. 
As a matter of fact, didn’t you know of 
the existence of that ledge of rock?’ 

“Know of it? Why, of course I knew 
of it. Do you’ think I would have been 
such an idiot 4s t@ jump over a hundred- 
foot precipice to cerlain death in that man- 
ner? Many and many a time my com- 
rades and myself in hours of idleness would 
lean over that precipice and wonder how 
many feet it was from the wall of the 
court yard to the ledge, and it was an 
open question as to whether a man could 
jump from the wall and land safely on 
the ledge. While dressing IT determined to 
make the attempt. It makes my blood run 
cold to think of it now, though. Hewever, 
I managed to land on it safely and my legs 
doubling up under me, my head struck 
the bare rock with fearful force. 1 was 
knocked completely senseless, 

“In the meantime what a 
fusion and what a babel of voices there 
was above. The lieutenant in command 
wrung his hands in anguish and swore in 
choice musieal Italian. My break had been 
so sudden that every man was taken ecom- 
pletely by surprise. They had had plenty 
of time to shoot me down if they had had 
the presence of mind. Running to the side 
of the precipice, they looked over the wall. 
They must have seen me lying there un- 
conscious, for they immediately began fir- 
ing down on me. They may have done so 
on a venture, however. I was brought back 
to my senses by the reports of their rifles 
from above and the bullets flattening 
themselves on the bare rock unpleasantly 
near my head. Dizzy and sick and shaken. 
I managed to gather myself together and 
crawl out of danger and = gradually 
made my way down the side of the moun- 
tain to the little town which nestled at its 
bage. Running along the main street of 
the town, I ran directly into the arms 
of a detail of zouaves. They were 
as much surprised as I, but I had the ad- 
Vantage of being on the alert. With me 
it Was almost a matter of life and death. 
Doubling quickly on my tracks and expect- 
ing every moment to be hit by some Of the 
bullets which were flying around my head, 
I ran like a frightened deer. Through alleys, 
down dark streets and across lots I sped 
and managed to elude my pursuers. In the 
meantime the entire town was in an up- 
roar. Every one had the alarm and all 
the gates were guam@ied Selecting a good 
point, IT managed to get over:sthe wall and 
headed down the white Italian road to- 
ward the coast. I should have said at the 
beginning that all this took place during 
the early hours of the morning. It was 4 
a.m. when I was aroused and told to dress. 
Ry the time I hadtleft the town a few 
miles in the road the e6un was high in the 
heavens and I was congratulating myself 
on my three escapes, when [I was suddenly 
startled by the sharp command: 

***Halt! who goes there?’ 

* ‘Friend,’ I answered in my best Italian, 
recognizing that I had run into a Gari- 
haidian camp. Glancing at my papal uni- 
form, the outpost was by no means reas- 
sured. In the meantime I had raised my 
hands above my head. Bringing his rifle 
to his shoulder, he was pressing the trig- 
ger unpleasantly hard. 

“Raising my hands even higher in the air, 
I sang out to him: ‘Lower your rifle, man; 
can’t you s€e my hands are up.’ Still 
covering me with his rifle, he ordered me to 
advance within a few paces of him and 
called out lustily for the corporal of the 
guard. That officer came on the run, and 
seeing my rig, called for the gergeant of 
the guard. He no sooner caught a giimpse 
of my dress than he calied for the officer 
of the guard. To make a ‘ong story short 
I was soon surrounded by a mob of Gari- 
baldians of all ranks and sizes. When I 
told them that I was an Americano, a de- 
serter from the Papilo Guardo and wanted 
to get to the cvast, they treated me with 
the greatest kindness.- Brothers could not 
have been kinder. 
honest red-coafed men with deepest grati- 
tude as long as I live. They entertained 
me for a week and when I decided to go to 
Naples they made it possible,for me to do 
so with safety. 

“Ae I was traveling under English pass- 
ports, I went direct to the Englieh consul 
and told him who I was. Glaricing with 
unmingled surprise at my red fez, baggy 
trousers and ieggings of the Papal Zou- 
aver, he gaid te me: | 

“Do you realize for a moment, man, the 
risk you run. Don’t you know that Naples 
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obstacles in the way of my capture and re 
turn to the United States. Accordingly 
when I reached that city I went to a hotel, 
signed my correct name and sat quietly on 
the porch smoking a cigar waiting for 
some one to come to arrest me. On the 
afternoon of the day after my arrival, 
glancing down the street, I saw coming up 
toward the hotel an open carriage contain- 
ing one man and followed by a squad of 
cavalry. I knew at once who they were. 
The cavalcade stopped in front of the hotel 
and the gentleman got out—he@was Consul 
Hale—and coming up to me, asked me if I 
was John H. Surratt. I told that such was 
the case. He said he had orders for my ar- 
rest. When the carriage drove off there 
were two init and I was the second occu- 
pant. I was placed in the city prison, 
awaiting the arrival of the man-of-war, 
and was visited daily by Mr. Hale. He 
treated me as a son. While he gave me 
plenty of reading matter, he would never 
tell me when and how I was to be taken 
back to the United States. One day I 
heard a great fuss in the yard of the prison 
where the common prisoners were kcpt. 
Some one was swearing like a trooper in 
English. I went into the yard and found a 
United States man of warsman. On my 
asking him what the trouble was between 
his oaths he stated that he belonged to a 
United States war vessel, which had ar- 
rived the night before, and getting drunk 
he had been ‘jugged.’ Said he: 

‘Here we have been chasing all over 
Europe for a fellow named Surratt, and 
blankety blanked if he hasn't given us @ 
slip three times. We have come here to 
ect him now and blankety blank if I be- 
lieve we will ever see him, I smiled grim- 
ly. He said the veseel was in command of 
Commodore Jeffrey. When Consul Hale 
called that day I asked him when I was to 
be delivered to Commodore Jeffrey. To say 
he was surprised was putting it mildly. He 
never learned how I found out. 1 was 
placed on board the vessel, heavily chained 
and handcuffed, and taken to Marseilles, 
where a United States fleet was lying in 
command of Admiral Colesborough. When 
we entered the harbor and I saw that fleet 
of splendid vessels with the stars and 
stripes fiying from every ship I ceuld have 
cheered. I was proud of my country. The 
bands were playing ‘Star Spangled Banner,’ 
‘Hail Columbia,’ ‘Maryland, My Maryland’ 
and ‘Dixie.’ I was taken aboard the ad- 
miral’s flag ship and when he saw me he 
eaid: 

‘*'S3o vou are the desperate fellow we 
have been chasing around the world? Why, 
you are only a beardless boy.’ Turning to 
Commodore Jeffrey, he said: ‘Surely, com- 
modore, there is no occasion to iron Sur- 
ratt. It is certainly unnecessary.’ The 
commodore stated that they were his or- 
ders and there was nothing left but to 
obey. I was placed in a stateroom and a 
marine with drawn cutless and loaded re- 
volver placed on guard. The marine was 
given orders that if I attempted to escape 
to cut me down or shoot me down if neces- 
sary. The whole thing struck me as being 
a perfect farce and I laughed in the face of 
the officer who gave the command. He 
scowled at me As 1 had a whole state- 
room to myself and as the marine had to 
march three paces forward and three paces 
back, I think I had the best of the 
bargain. The voyage was unevent- 
ful and we landed in New York 
in the spring of 1867 and I was taken di- 
rect to Washington. During my trial, which 
lasted sixty days, over two hundred wit- 
nesses were examined. As you may know, 
the jury disagreed, standing eight for ac- 
quittal and four for conviction, and after 
being kept in the Old Capitol prison for 
some months, I was liberated on $25,000 
bail. The case was never called again 
and I presume the bail has expired by lim- 
itation. My counsel were General Merrick 
and John G. Carlisle. After that trial my 
nervous system was a wreck. I have never 
got over it.” 

“How about the testimony of Lewis J. 
Weichmann, captain?’’ 

“That man’s testimony from beginning to 
end was outrareously false. He lied, lied, 
lied from the time he took the witness 
stand until he left it. During the three 
days he was om the stand he did not dare 
to look me in the face. I never took my 
eyes off him for a moment. General Mer- 
rick told me that the newspapers were 
commenting on the fact. I believe that if 
I could have caught his eye it would have 
ended his perjury. As I said to you at the 
beginning of our talk, that man has done 
more to bring disgrace and ruin on me 
and my family than any one and every 
one else, living or dead. I am convinced 
that if he was On his death bed ne wouid 
send for me and ask my forgivenness for 
the ruin and trouble he has caused me. 

“Do I think that his testimony was ac- 
tuated by malice? No, I do.not. Moral 
cowardice was at the botto of it. The 
morning after Lincoln’s asS5assina‘tion a 
great many people were arrested. Weich- 
mann was one of these. It became l.nown 
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that he was a friend of Booth. In order 
to get a confession from him a rope was 
placed around his neck, the other end of 
it thrown over a beam and he was ordered 
to tell what he knew. He was ‘iited off 
his feet. Under such circumstan%2es @ man 
will tell or say anything to get a rcpe 
from around his neck. Weichmann made 
up his story out of the whole cloth and 
when he was in safety he did not have the 
moral courage to contradict it, 2s any 
honest man would. He was a moral cow- 
ard. He was that way as a schoolboy. 4t 
school it was forbidden to have novels. ‘I 
had one in my desk and Weic*mann open- 
ed the desk and took it out. When I ac- 
cused Weichmann of. having taken it out, 
he swore by all that was holy that he did 
not do so. 1 confronted him with three 
boys who saw him. As I said, the child 
is father to the man. The boys nt school 
would not have anything to do with him. 
He was continuaily hanging areund the 
teachers and running to them with tales. 

“It would have been an easy .aatter for 
Weichmann to have confessed hat he was 
frightened into a false confession in the 
Capitol prison. Many men have dune the 
same thing. I remember on one occasion 
I was traveling the ‘underground 1ute,’ 
in southern Maryland, in compasy wKkh a 
uumber of confederates. One of the party, 
a nephew of Judge Roger A. Prior, was 
arrested by 2 squad of union troops. They 
put a rope around his neck, threw it over 
a limb of a tree and jerked him off kis 
feet. He confessed everything to them; told 
the officer in charge exactly who We were 
and as 2 consequence we were all arrested. 
The evidence against us was without a 
flaw. After being liberated, this joung 
man, realizing what he had done, went to 
the judge and told him that he had lied in 
his so-called. confession; that he was 60 
frightened that he would have said any- 
thing. He said that he did not even re- 
member what he had confessed. The next 
day we were all liberated. Look at the 
difference betweeua Weichmann and this 
young man. The latter confessed the truth 
and took it back, Weichmann confessed a 
lie and stuck to it. When he was giving 
that false testimony against me he was 
enjoying a position as teacher which I got 
for him. I met him on Pénngylvania ave- 
nue one day during the war and he told me 
he was in a bad way and asked me to help 
him. The cost of my trial about impover- 
ished me, and I could not have paid for 
it had not two friends in Baltimore sent 
me money. I-received from them checks 
for from $1,000 to $6,000 at a time. My de- 
tectives had to follow the government de- 
tectives all through the north. The latter 
tore the leaf oyt of an Albany hotel regis- 
ter. where I had aigned the day before 
Lincoln was murdeted. But I was able to 
secure other registers where I had signed 
on dates which made my presence in Wash- 
ington during those exciting times impossi- 
ble. I also summoned many prominent cit- 
izens of Elmira, and strong union men, 
whom I had met there, and they testified to 
my being in that city on the dates I claim- 
ed. My cofinsel demanded that I give them 
the name of the union colonel who let me 
into the prison, but I refused. It would 
have ruined him, although it would have 
caused my acquittal... My lawyers threaten- 
ed to throw up the case unless I revealed 
his name, but I declined. During the trial 
General Merrick pointed out to me a group 
of Jews in one corner of the room @nd 
asked me if I ever saw them before. I 
said I had not. He told me that they were 
going to swear that they drove me into 
Maryland the morning after Lincoln's 
death. They were employed by the govern- 
ment to swear that way. Geaeral Merrick 
went to The National Intelligencer cfWash- 
ington and exposed the entire plot. The 
next morning that paper came out and 
stated all the facts and the Jews myste- 
riously disappeared. The government has 
taken good care of Weichmann. He kas 
heid a public office in Philadelphia frem the 
day of the first trial until now.’’ 

Boeth lies buried in beautiful Greenmount 
cemetery, in: this city, and is in the same 
grave with his father, mother, ¢wo sisters 
and a brother. His famous brother never 
entered Washington after Lincoln’s death. 

No one questions in this city where the 
facts of the great conspiracy are better 
known than anywhere else, but that Mrs. 
Surratt was officially murdered. It is gen- 
erally believed that John H. Surratt had 
nothing to do with the crime, but it is be- 
lieved that he was in the conspiracy to ab- 
duct. Of the eleven who were tried, 
four were hanged, five died natural deaths 
and two are yet alive. HAKSON HISS.

“The Christian Gentleman” is a collection 
of a series of addresses to young men, de- 
livered in the Young Men’s Cliristian Asso- 
ciation hail, Cleveland, O. 

Their euthor, Rev. Louis Albert Banks, 
D.D., found them to be so largely attended 
and so helpful in their suggestions and 
cheerful import to young men that he de- 
termined to give them larger circulation, 
trusting that the seeds of faith, hope and 
crarity might be more widely sown. 

The title of the book bes somewhat of 
én exclusive semi-conventional ring, and 
one grows impatient, to weariness, at the 
ceaseless repetition of the words Christian 
gentleman, The believer in Buddha or Con- 
fucious can be a gentleman in the highest 
sense as well as the believer in Christ, 

The book, however, is more liberal than 
the unfortunate title would suggest. The 
author is widely read and ths addresses 
are enriched with anecdotes and apt il- 
lustrations. In speaking of the strength 
and sweetness of unselfish friendship as 
against the coldness and numbness of self- 
ishress he tells the story of ‘‘a cold fire- 
brand and a burning lamp that started out 
one Gay in company to see what they could 
find. The dead firebrand came back and 
wrote in its journal that the whole world 
was dark. It did not find a place wheréver 
it went in which there was light. Every- 
where there was darkness. The lamp came 
back and wrote in its journal: Wherever I 
went it was light.

Lovers of sea romance have a rare treat 
in “The Children of the Sea.’’ The book 
has been published in England under the 
title, “The Nigger of the Narcissus,’”’ and 
has received a most appreciative welcome. 
The story is so simple that one may won- 
der at first why it should have attracted 
so much attention. It is the narration from 
a seaman’s point of view of the voyage of 
a trading’ ship from Bombay to the 
Thames. 

There is not a bit of the ' 
chinery of sea stories, such as piracy mult- 
ny, impossible adventures, etc The 
charm of the book lies in the fact that it 
is narrated by a man who not only lived 
the sea life, but who loved it. He affords 
us a true insight into the simple, brave 
toiling lives of these children of the sea. 
This insight is given in words that are 
wonderfully alive, full of a strange, nev, 
ous quality that unconsciously stimulates 
our zest in reading the history of these si- 
lent, fearless men. 

We become fascinated by the 
luring mystery of the sea—‘‘the white arms 
tirelessly tossing’’ suggest the incompre- 
hensible, the unattainable. 

The characters are few, but they stand 
out clear and :-strong. The simple, uncon- 
scious nobility of the old seafarer Single- 
ton will appeal to every reader. The au- 
thor’s portrait of him is singularly fine. 
Singleton stood at the door with his face 
to the light and his back to the darkness. 
And alone in the dim emptiness of the 
sleeping forecastle he appeared bigger, co- 
lossal, very old, old as Father Time him- 
eelf, who should have come there into 
this place as quiet as a sepulcher to con- 
template with patient eyes the short victory 
of sleep, the consoler. Yet he was only a 
child of time, a lonely relic of a doomed 
and forgotten generation. He stood, still 
strong as ever unthinking, a ready man 
with a vast empty past, and with no fu- 
ture, with his child-like impulses and his 
man’s passions already dead within his 
tattered breast. 

“The Children of the Sea’’ fastens the 
attention as does “The Wreck of the Gros- 
venor.’’ There is a genuineness and vivid- 
ness about it that gives it a place along 
Side Mr. Kipling’s ‘‘Captains.Courageous.’’

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The American letter of Mr. Henry James, 
rublishea in ‘“‘Literature,’’ of March 26th, 
is one of the most interesting and dis- 
criminating expressions that nave graced 
the pages of this live journal. 
“The Question of the Opportunities,” (in 
literature,) is the subject, with’ variations, 
Which is discussed by Mr. James. In 
touching upon the vastness of the public, 
to whom the flood of books appeals, he 
speaks of the marvelous fortune that is 
open to “the individual’’ book—usually 
the lucky novel—that happéns to please. 
“Trilby” was this individual beok of yes- 
terday, or, (get ycur lances ready, lovers 
of “Quo Vadis”) today, as I hear it re- 
ported, of an historical fiction translated 
from the Polish an@ entitled “‘Quo Vadis.”’ 

“It is clear enough,’’ Mr. James con- 
tinues, that this public plays an emphatic 
role, when a question of the concatenation 
and quality of books arises, and puts into 
active play conditions heretofore wnob- 
served. These conditions present a new 
field of interest to the critic—even the 
critic least sure of where the chase will 
bring bim out—and sugzest to him a déli- 
cious sense of rest from the oppressive 
priori.’’ 

The portions of the letter bearing upon 
the portrayal of the business man, in let- 
ters, and the almost cverwhelming pre- 
ponderance of the “eternal feminine” is 
well expressed, though the caustic dig at 
the eternal feminine is not altogether just 
and is perhaps a trifle unbecoming to the 
dignity of one so well established in the 
world of letters as Mr. James. This dig 
is so large as well as so sharp-pointed that 
it may not be out of place to quote it. 
“The public taste, as our fathers used to 
say, has become so largely their taste—the 
feminine—their tone —their experiment-— 
that nothing is at last more apparent than 
that the public cares little for eanything 
that they cannot do. And what, after ell, 
may the very finest opportunity of Amer- 
ican literature be but just to show that 
they can do what the peoples will have 
ended by regarding as everything? The 
settlement of such a question, the ups and 
downs of such a process surely more than 
justify that sense of sport, in this direc- 
tion, that I have spoken of as the priv- 
ilege of the vigilant critic.”’ 
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Ga., April 9%—(Special.)— 
Text: Matt. iv, 3 amd 4: “And when the 
tempter came to him, he said: If thou be 
the Son of God, command that these stones 
be mode bread. But he answered and said: 
It is written, man shall not live by bread 
alone, but by every werd that proceedeth 
out of the mouth of God.”’ 

Many people of this dav affect dishelief 
in a personal devil—an arch tempter—a 
consummately wicked spirit who leads a 
host of other spirits in a desperate effort 
to overthrow and make men Nike them- 
selves, Yet no stronger proof could be of- 
fered of the devil’s existence and personal- 
ity than the effort made by him to draw the 
pure soul of Christ away from perfect 
trust in His Father. The suggestion con- 
tained in this text could never have arisen 
in the mind of the Son of God, except it 
had been offered by an {inimical nature. 
This tempter has already corrupted the 
human heart, so that by nature it distrusts 
the living God, but the only berotten of 
the Father knew no such distrust. 

The greatest subtlety attaches to the 
forms of temptation offered to Christ, since 
the evil spirit Knew he was dealing with 
no ordinary nature, I single out from the 
others this particular approach, because 
it is upon that level where the most of 
humanity finds coincidence between their 
experience of temptation and Christ's, Let 
us analyze the spirit of the temptation with 
all it involves. then see how simple yet 
wonderful is the reply of the Lord. 

1 It is a challenge. This, in substance, 
is that Jesus will reveal divinity merely by 
an act of creative power, and that for 
His own protection. But God accepts no 
such challenge from His enemies. Divinity 
is not shown merely by authority over in- 
animate creation. It is shown by moral sub- 
limity, by nobility of character, by loft- 
ness of heart principles, God was in Sinai 
in thunderings and lightnings, but when 
these ceased Israel's awe passed away and

they worshiped gods of gold. Elijah from 
a cleft in the rock felt the earthquake— 
saw storm and fire; but it was a still, 
small voice coming afterwards that spoke of 
eternal righteousness, Power over the phys- 
ical may arrest attention, but cannot hold 
it, Christ would not be drawn imto such a 
display of His power before fallen beings. 
The challenge must be upon high ground. 
2. This temptation was a blow at the 
foundations of true life. Love, goodness and 
beneficence are distrusted, while creature 
selfishness is magnified. The argument is. 
intended to appear lofty, but is really 
groveling. “Command these stones that 
they be made bread.”” ‘‘You can do it if you 
are the divine creator. Why not now when 
intensely hungry? If you perish, all is lost.” 
Such is the substance of Satan's proposal. 
To the selfish. natur@® it seems plausible. 
But to one knowing God as a per- 
fect, ever-watchful Father, who 


cannot let one of His children 


‘ suffer needlessly, it is the verv climax of 


treachery. It seeks to turn attention to the 
things created and draw awav the soul's 
trust from the Creator. Many temptations 
of similar character come now to men. To 
keep them from an abidine and perfect 
faith in God’s goodness is the object of the 
tempter, yet we will rarely be put to such 
a severe test as was Christ. After a fast 
of forty days and nights, sustained through 
this period, doubtless, by some _ superior 
Strength, he was afterward« left in the 


‘weakness of human want and craving,when 


the pangs of long fasting broke out afresh 
upon him. It was in this moment he had 
puwer to say, ‘Not by bread alone.’ The 
urgent necessity to the phvsical man of 
bread he felt aS we perhaps never felt it. 
but the necessity of the provision of that 
bread by the word of rightful authority he 
felt to be transcendentlv grester. A man 
never lives at all who supposes the ur- 
gent needs of his life supplied when he has 
got bread. Bread is life onlv when one 
knows God to be in it. 

Let us notice, finally, 
through the temptation. This was to make 
materialism the god of the Bible. The 
more Satan can induce men ta worship 
mammon, the more eaglv are they blinded 
to the high qualities of the enirit life, Im- 
mediate and imperious demands of material 
life are those he urges men to gratify 
withdédut waiting to hear what God Says. 
Money is the synonym of nower and in- 
fluence because of that which it brings 
immediately. Jesus was willing to wait 
for God to supply his needs in the best way. 
He was not so easily braueht to depend 
upon created things. Men are often not 
willing to preserve integritv uniess the life 
is first preserved. That is distrust. It is 
materialism. 

These prominent features stand out close- 
ly in the temptation. The challenge was 
on a low plane. The blow was cowardly. 
The effect intended was ruin. To avoid 
such temptation men must bear in mind 
three facts: That godliness of life always 
has its price in sufferine + that in all 
conflicts Jesus is in sympathy with us, 
praying that we may be shown 4ow to 
conquer: and, best of all, that He will do 
absolutely the best for wus every time. 
Keeping these thoughts alwavs before us, 
we may overcome every temptation to trust 
in the created before the Creator. By His 
simple words Jesus put to flight the sug- 
gestion of the enemy. ‘“‘Man shall not live 
by bread alone, but thy everv word of 
God.”

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Superstitions of Great Men. 
From The Chicago Times. 

It surprises no one that dreamers and 
poets, or even philosophers, should be in- 
fluenced by dreams and presentiments, but 
when men of practical minds, who are ca- 
pable of directing the affairs of a nation, 
such men as Abraham Lincoln and Napo- 
leon I, give heed to the signs of superstition 
lesser men wonder and speculate and ad- 
vance theories of their own to account for 
the phenomena. 

The Bonapartes always were supersti- 
tious, especially the mother of Napoleon. 
She always had a .presentiment that the 
rise and fall of her family would occur in 
the same century, that the glory which 
was prophesied for them would be followed 
by disaster. And the prediction was veri- 
fied. She died in her eighty-seventh year, 
having lived long enough to see the down- 
fall of all her children. 

Napoleon I always feared December 2d as 
an unlucky day, and it ig related of him 
that before every important battle he would 
throw dice to ascertain if he were to lose 
or win. The “red men’’ whom he always 
saw going to battle with him was a delu- 
sion that caused him much suffering. 

Among crowned heads Lou's XI of France 
was one of the firmest believers in super- 
stition. He it was who had an unfortunate 
astrologer ‘brought before him who told 
him that a beautiful woman, a friend of 
the king’s, would die, and Louis, enraged 
at the verification of the prediction, sent 
for the astrologer, and when he was 
brought before him ordered his courtiers 
to throw him out of a window of the pal- 
ace. Before the order was obeyed he asked 
the astrologer with a sneer if he could tell 
him (the king) the hour of his own death. 

“Sire.”’ replied che quick-witted astrolo- 
ger, bowing low, “I shall have the honor of 
dying just three days before your majesty.”’ 

Not only did the astrologer save his life 
then, but he was treated with the greatest 
care that his valuable life might be indefi- 
nitely prolonged. 

Like Napoleon, Abraham Lincoln always 
he was a man of destiny. He 
thought he whould rise to some lofty station 
in life. but that he would have a Sudden 
fall. He was pleased, yet alarmed, at what 
he looked upon as a rent in the veil which 
hides the future from mortal sight, for 
the vision he saw was one of glory and of 
blood. 

Lincoln’s friends never willingly allowed 
him to dwell on his faith in occult influ- 
ences, and not until the dark shadow he an- 
ticipated had fallen did they see a strange 
fatality in his recurring visions. The one 
that most impressed nim happened an 
Springtield in 180. He was lying on a4 
lounge in his own chamber when, glancing 
into a mirror that hung near him, he saw 
a double image of himself reflected there. 
At that time Lincoln was in the full glow 
of health. and hope, but in the mirror tne 
face showed » marta) paleness. Again and 
again he tried the experiment, and always 
with the same ghastly result. Afterwards 
he tried it in the executive mansion, but 
there it failed. 

He did not attach so much importance to 
this vision or illusion until 1864, on the day 
of his renomination at Baltimore. On that 
day Lincoin was at the war department in 
telegraphic communication with General 
Grant; who was at Richmond. A telegram 
arrived at the white house informing Lin- 
coin of his renomination as president, but, 
though he went home for a hasty Junch he 
did not stop to read the telegram. On re- 
turning to the war department a dispatch 
was handed to him, telling him of the nomi-

Electric Photography. 


A. Werner, a well-known silversmith of 
Milwaukee, has discovered a method by 
which signs, pictures and drawings can be 
made by the combined use of photography 
and electricity, and the inyention may 
cause a revolution in the art of engraving 
He has been experimenting for ten years 
and has just discovered the method. His 
process, as described in The Milwaukee 
Wisconsin, is as follows: ‘‘In the first place, 
a drawing must be made of the sign or 
plate, This drawing is photographed and 
the photograph transferred to a metal 
plate, which may be of zinc, brass, copver. 
bronze, silver’ or any other metal. This 
metal plate is then hung on a copper wire 
into a so-called bath, and an electric cur- 
rent turned on. In a few seconds a copy 
of the lead-pencil drawing ie etched inta 
the metal, deep enough to be visible for a 
hundred years, Then the plate is conveyed 
to another bath and again connected with 
the electric current. At this moment the 
indentures hegin to fill with jet’ black mat- 
ter until they appear almost even with the 
surfact of the plate. The plate is then 
washed, dried and varnished with a coat- 
expressly prepared for this purpose 
This protects its and saves the trouble of 
polishing. Signs which are exposed contin- 
ually to the weather require deep etching 
and heavy enameling, so that they can be 
cleaned without injuring the surface. The 
same process May be applied to pictures 
and pen drawings, and the copies will last 
for a thousand years, leaving the contours 
of the face, ete., sharp and distinct.’’

Right To Exclude Intoxicated Passen- 
gers. 


From the Railway World. 

A judgment for $880 awarded to James 
Freedon, in. the supreme court in Oswego 
county, New York, in his suit against the 
New York Central and Hudson River Rail. 
road Company, to recover damages for a 
personal injury alleged to have been caused 
by the wrongful assault committed by de- 
fendant’s conductor, while plaintiff was at- 
tempting to enter a passenger coach, has 
been reversed by the fourth appellate di- 
vision. The plaintiff claimed that as he 
was entering a passenger coach the con- 
ductor asked him if he had a ticket, and 
that when he replied that he had money 
with which to pay his face, the conductor 
ordered him off the train and put his @and 
against his breast, to that he fell and sus- 
tained serious injuries. The plaintiff ad- 
mitted that he had been drinking whisky 
and was drunk. The court held, by Justice 
Follett, that a railroad company has a right 
to refuse to allow a person who is not In 
possession of a ticket, and who is so far 
intoxicated as to be helpless and almost 
unconscious, to enter its passenger cars. 


Edison-Won’t Talk Into a Phonograph. 

“Mr. Edison has persistently refused to 
register his voice upon a phonograph cylin- 
der for repetition,’’ according to an anec- 
Gotal biography of Inventor Edison, in the 
April Ladies’ Home Journa!. “To some 
friends who urged him to talk into one of 
these machines he gave his reason: ‘It 
would make me sick with disgust Bee 
placarded on phoncgraphs everywhere 1 
turn: “Drop a nickel in the slot and hear 
Edison talk.” No, no; none of that for 
me.’ The tcne of voice in which he stated 
bis objection made it clearly apparent that 
he could meither be coaxed nor dragged 
into granting the request, even though he 
has had an offer cf $19,000 for'a live-min- 
utes’ talk. In perfecting the phonograph 
he has, cf course, been obliged to talk into 
the machine frequently, but the cylinder 
is alweys scraped so that his voice cannot 
be reproduced. To one close friend, how- 
ever, he reluctantly gave a cylinder record- 
ing a few of his words, and to a young 
man who perticularly interested him he 
gave another on which is recorded his fav- 
orite story. These are the only two in 
existence.”’

The Cincinnati Enquirer states that while 
John W. Baughman, of Williston, O.. was 
in Cincinnati, a few days ago, ‘‘he exhib- 
ited his latest invention in electricity, that 
is, the art of using telegraph instruments 
and electric bells without the use of any 
batteries whatever.’” The Enquirer says 
Mr. Baughman uses the earth for battery 
and expects to be able to light up houses 
with his new invention, as it has been also 
tested on miniature lamps. 


An Industrial Object Lesson. 
From Appleton’s Popuiar Science Monthly. 
The past year was one of unusual dis- 
turbance in England, in the relations of 
labor and capital, and the chief of these 
industrial conflicts possessed a significance 
never anywhere surpassed.

The executive committee of the South- 
eastern Tariff Association devoted a part 
of yesterday’s session to the Savannah 
situation. On account of the heavy fire 
losses down there and unsatisfactory man- 
agement of the fire department, the in- 
surance rates were recently increasd.

CONGRESS 1S BEWILDERED 

Negroes Are Inclined to Believe That 


They Have to Do the Fight- 
ing This Time. 


War is a big thing—an awful thtng—but, 
our people do not seem to be very much 
concerned. They have more curiosity than. 
apprehension. The great excitement is at 
Washington, and even there it is based 
not upon fear or blood or suffering, but 
upon the struggle between the two great 
political parties—which one shall get ahead 
and what move is the best one to get ahead 
and stay there. Whatever McKinley does 
or proposes to do the democrats must 
fight it and vice versa. The success of the. 
party is a bigger thing than war. We have 
never seen congress so bewildered. Some 
are for intervent.on, some for recogni- 
tion, some for annexation and all for, re- 
venge. Wall street sees nothing but the 
money that is in it, Some preachers are 
for peace at any price and some are howl- 
ing for war. Of course the army and navy 
want a fight, for that is their professional 
business and gives a chance for promo-

ray . 


tion. Then there are the editors and pub- 
lishers who must appear to be at fever 
heat whether they feel so or not, for it is 
a harvest time for news and the people 
want the news and will buy the papers. 
The farmers, too, are affected and are 
studying what to plant for profit, and the 
speculators in grain and meat are bulling 
and bearing, according to their faith. 

But the great masses of the American 
people, the toilers and consumers, who have 
nothing to gain and nothing to lose by a 
war, are lookers on with unconcern. They 
have no ax to grind, nor even a hatchet, 
but still have a feeble hope of more work 
and better wages. Down here at the south 
there is no great interest except in the 
cities, for our people never get any con- 
tracts or government jobs, and don’t ex- 
pect any gain from a war with Spain. If 
we get a custom house here and there the 
material must come from over the line, 
notwithstanding the marble and the granite 
are at our doors. Northern contractors 
clean out our rivers and harbors and all 
the profit roes away from home. 

Our mischievous people tell the negroes 
thev have got to gé and do all the fighiing, 
for it is McKinley’s war and they all voted 
for him. The boys read to them paragraphs 
from the northern papers which say that 
rorthern ‘soldiers would die of fever in 
Cuba in a week and that only southern 
negroes cun stand the climate. ,Lots of 
them sround here are fixing to hide out 
and have done picked out their canebrake.

in. elections, and he says: 
any war. I ain't gwine to fight. 1 ain't 
done nothin’ to nobody and nobody ain't 
done nothin’ to me, I ain’t mad wid nobody 
and how can a man fight widout he’s mad. 
Mr. Akerman and Mr. Crawford got me 
into dis scrape and dey must git Me out. 
I wonder if dey is gwine to de war.”

CURIOUS EASTER CUSTOM 
IN A KENTISH VILLAGE. 

On Easter Sunday there is always a great 
influx cf visitors in the Kentish village 
of Biddenden. The people of the country 
from far and near gather in the quaint 
old church to witness a distribution of 
cakes known as the “Biddenden Maids’ 
Benefaction,” 

The dole had its origin about 800 years 
ago, when there lived and died in this 
town two sisters called ‘“‘the Biddenden 
maids,’’ who were born like the Siamese 
twins, joined together by the hips and 
shoulders, 

They were named Eliza and Mary Chulk- 
hurst and lived to be thirty-four years of 
age. Tradition states that Mary died first 
and that Eliza lived twenty-four hours in- 
separably joined to the body of her dead 
Sister. 

By their will they bequeathed to the 
caurch wardens of the parish of Biddenden 
and their successors twenty acres of lard 
in five parcels, which are commonly called 
“Bread and Cheese Lands.’ The rental of 
these lands, 40 guineas a year, is spent 
in buying cakes and bread, the former to 
be distributed to all who attend service 
on Easter Sunday. The bread, 270 loaves, 
is given to parishoners. 

hese gingerbread cakes are impressed 
with the figures of the two siste»s side by 
side. Over the figures are their names: on 
the body of one, “A 34 Y.’’ (aged 34 years); 
on the body of the other “In 1100," mean- 
ing that they were born in 1100 at Bidden- 
den, 

In olden times the cakes were distributed 
by the rector from the roof of the church, 
whereupon there ensued such a scratching 
and scrambling that life and Hmb were 
in danger. Rev. W. Peterson, the present 
rector, has arranged to make the distribu- 
tion of the cakes from the church at the 
close of the service. 

Frequently there is a special service con- 
ducted for this purpose and the mementoes 
of this unique charity are carefully handed 
to the audience. Six hundred cakes are 
usually made for this purpose, but many 
a time they have failen short and many a 
disappointed visitor has gone away empty 
handed. 

Another quaint rite and old-fashioned 
ceremony, said to be the oldest Good Fri- 
day custom extant, is one which takes 
place in the ancient parish of St. Bartho- 
lomew the Great. It is a picturesque func- 
tion, once seen to be long remembered, 

Upon a tombstone in the churchyard are 
set out twenty new sixpenny pieces, and 
by the side of each a bag of hot cross buns 
and an Easter card. At the proper moment 
there march in goodly procession from the 
church twenty venerable, widowed wamen 
of godly lives, who, as they pass the tomb- 
stone, take each of them one of the six- 
pence, one of the buns and one of the cards. 

It is to be noted fin this connection that 
no bequest originally instituted the usage. 
Indeed, its origin is now buried in the mists 
of the dim, dark ages. . Nevertheless, it is 
to a bequest it owes its present resyscita- 
tion and vitality. 

A few years ago Mr. J. W. Butterwarth, 
F. §S. A., the celebrated antiquary and 
student of folk lore, invested a sum suffi- 
cient to perpetuate the Good Friday dole 
at St. Bartholomew the Great for all time. 
Twenty deserving widows of that parish 
are therefore to enjoy sixpences and buns 
at least once a year so long as the world 
moves, 


YEARS AGO NO FLOWERS 
WERE USED ON EASTER. 


It would indeed have been a bold puritan 


maiden that would have ventured to fasten 


nosegay in her gown on Easter day as she 

s going to church. But sometimes, for 
months before, hidden away in the darkness 
of a closet, she would cherish a few, or per- 
haps only one buib, that toward Easter 
would be brought out and shown to her 
friends as the “spring lily.”” The puritan 
maiden excused this weakness to her grave 
neighbors. The bulb had been given to her,

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she said; she couldn’t let the thing die. 
Probably she would have blushed herself 
at the thought of bringing it out in its ful- 
ness exactly on Faster day. For while Eas- 
ter should be known about, it certainly was 
not to he celebrated. 

But as the strain of the purttan’s rigid- 
ness relaxed, and with the influence of the 
English church it gradually became the cus- 
tom all over the country to grow something 
for Easter, old mammies in the south ten- 
derly watched their ‘‘callas.”” If ap- 
peared too forward they were discreetly 
hidden away in the dark place to retani 
their growth, and when it was feared they 
would be backward they were ‘diligently 
sprinkled with hot water «ind coaxed into 
bloom by the sunshine. When on Easter 
day they blossomed ‘fo’ de Lord there was 
much rejoicing.”’ 

The high festival of Easter is as ancient 
as the event it is desingned to commemo- 
raie; and as long as it has been celebrate 
signs of mourning from the church, re- 
lighting the car.dles and unveiling the stat- 
ues and crosses. The use of flowers as dec- 
orations ts a much more recent custom, In 
England it is first mentioned by a writer in 
The Gentlemen’s Magazine, July, 1783, who 
conjectures that: ‘“The flowers with which 
many churches are ornamented on Easter 
day are most probably intended as emblems 
of the day resurrection, having just risen 
again from the earth in which, during the 
severity of the winter, they seem to have 
been buried.’’ 

In the early days of our country flow- 
ers were seidom seen as decorations, and it 
is only within the last quarter of a century 
that they have been used with such reck- 
less extravagance. In fact, fhe first at» 
tempt to decorate o1d Trinity church in 
New York city for Paster is still within the 
memory of those living. A sweet smelling 
inoffensive little bunch of blossoms, that 
had been carefully chosen, was placed in 
the front on Easter morning. It thought 
little of sowing discord. But such a furore 
was rased by the members of the church 
against the innovation, that it was thought 
best to remove the intruder before the af-

Where Equipments Came From. 

In completing its military equipment the 
government depends partly upon its own 
armories and arsenals and partly upon pri- 
vate factories. All leather materials used 
in service are manufactured in the 
arsenal at Rock Island, Ill. The armory 
at Springfield, Mass., turns out the small 
arms, the Krag-Jorgensen and Springfield 
rifles. and the ammunition for these rifles 
is made in the Frankford arsenal at Phila- 
delphia. The arsenal at Watervliet, N. Y., 
turns out high-power guns, howitzers, mor- 
tars and field pieces, while the disappearing 
carriages for the new high power seacoast 
defense guns and the carriages for high- 
power mortars are manufactured in the ar- 
senal at Watertown, Mass. Here also are 
made the conieal shot which are used for 
practice firing and for determining ranges 
in battle before the more costly steel pro- 
jectiles are brought into pay. 

Forgings for the great guns are supplied 
by contract by the Bethlehem Steel Com- 
pany, at Bethlehem, Pa., and the Midvale 
Steel Company at Philadelphia The Reth- 
lehem company also makes ordnance com- 
plete, and is now engaged in the manufac- 
ture of 100 high-power steel seacoast de- 
fense guns, which will cost $3,.40,0%. There 
is also under construction by the company 
a 16-inch breech-loading rifle, the largest 
high-power gun ever built in the United 
States, the projectile of which will weigh 
2.100 pounds. and the propelling force of 
which will be a powder charge weighing 
1,000 pounds. On the completion of the guns, 
either by the government or private con- 
tractors, they are sent to Sandy Hoek for 
testing. and then they are shipped by rail 
or sea for the point along the coast for 
which they are intended, 

Commissary General’s Task. 

To supply an army with weapons is only 
a small part of the work of equipment. The 
army must be fed and.clothed, and pravis- 
be made for countless contin- 
gencies. Wagons, battery carriages, 
ambulances and forges are now built by 
contract, and they can be turned out quick- 
ly. Clothing, shoes, hats and like furnish- 
ings for the army come under the super- 
vision of the quartermaster general and his 
assistants and are supplied by contract and 
stored at the different quartermasters’ 
department storehouses throughout the 
country. Food supplies are under the su- 
pervision of the commissary general of 
subsistence and are likewise secured by 
contract. 

In time of war. or in prenaring an army 
to take the field, a vast amount of supplies, 
forage and equipment must be constantly 
on hand, or in easy reach. While the pro- 
visioning of a company. battalion or regi- 
ment of a thousand men is nerhaps not a 
difficult task, the supplying of a meal for 
100,000 men is a far different matter; and it 
is absolutely essential that transportation 
from the base of supplies should at all 
times be uninterrupted and subject to no 
delays. For this reason the government 
would assume control of such radjroads and 
yesse!s as might be neceasarv. and thev 
would be run temporarilv as an adjunct of 
the army, private business being permitted 
only so far as it did not conflict with mili. 
tarv necessities. 

If war should be suddeniv declared, and 
it became necessary to vut an army in 
condition to take the field. the general in 
command, upon an order from the secre- 
tarv of war, would at once recruit the reg- 
ular military establishment un to its full 
limit of efficiency. These men, together 
with the volunteers who had heen requisi- 
tioned from the governors of the various 
states, or had been raised by direct enlist- 
ment. would be assembled at some conve- 
nient point, where they would be formed 
into regiments, brigades and divisions un.

In outfitting an army other things must 
be looked to basides the men. Horses and 
mules for earting, artillery and transport 
service have to be supplied and trained. 
A cavalry horse differs in weight and gen- 
eral character from one which is to serve 
with the artillery. and as mueh knowledge 
is required in choosing animals for military 
service as in selecting men 

Medical Supplies. 


Medical officers also have to be commis. 


which will devolve upon them. and supplies 
of drugs, médicines, hospital eauipment and 
tents must be arranged for. Where many 
new and unseasoned men are gathered 
there is sure ty be more or Jess call for the 
services of a doctor. All that pertains to 
the medica] department of the army is un- 
der the charge of the surgeon eeneral. The 
drugs are a}! supplied by eontract. 

Soldiers expect to be naid. nn matter how 
much they are fired bv patriotism, the 
paymaster general and the offleers his 
department must,. through reouisition on 
the treasurer of the United States, see that 
the private soldier receives his $13 every 
month. In short, every 
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department and 
every officer fulfils certain duties, and it is 
on the prompt and accurate adiustment of 
all the wheels of the complicated machine 
that it goes and performs the duties for 
which it was created.

Supply Fails.

From Morning to Night. 

If you leave your hotel and go 
the early morning you at once feel your- 
self in the omnipresent shadow of the spy. 
With the first drum beat of the volunteers 
the plaza in front of the opera house, the 
streets of the city begin to fill with people— 
mostly cigar makers-—-on their way to work. 
jut they all move along with the air of 
people who know that they are watched. 
They talk but little to each other and it 
is evident that they fear to speak freely. 
Moving among the people and couspicuous 
by their uniforms the volunteers are seen, 
with their rifles over their shoulders, 
slouching along, singing and in groups of 
two and three, in the direction of Moro 
castle, where they are go.ng to do twenty- 
four hours’ guard duty. They, too, have 
an anxious, worried look. Every one seems 
to be living in an atmosphere of suspicioh— 
spying and being spied upon. There is a 
poorly concealed expression of distrust 
upon the face of nearly every one, soldier 
or civilian, whom you pass. The trail of 
the serpent-like spy is over it all. 

And so life goes on In Havana from morn- 
ing to night. It one-sided state of 
things. The Americano is not tn the game 
at all. The Spantards never regard their 
agents as spies. They say: ‘“‘We are in 
our own city, minding our own business. 
What right have these yankees spying upon 
They are spies. Let’s kick ’em out.” 
So, in order to find an excuse for expell- 
ing the yankees we are watched, individ- 
ually, every shining minute. The Span'ards 
cannot expel us in a body, so they proceed 
to get rid of us one by one. 

As “an American spy’ you are put in 
Cabanas on the charge of ‘‘general con- 
spiracy against the government of Spain.” 
A few days later, to show 
mous he can be, the Spaniard offers you 
your freedom if you will leave Havana. 
This has been the expertence of more than 
a score of Americans since the blowing up 
of the Maine.

She sples for love—not of 
Spain, but of spy'ng. Let this be a warn- 
ing to all Americans who intend coming 
to Havana. 

Your correspondent occupies the apart- 
ment in which an American was arrésted 
recentiy at midnight. The spy responsi- 
ble for his imprisonment was a beautifu! 
senora,. On the evening of his arriva! in 
Havana he was strolling in the park op- 
posite the Ingiaterra hotel. A stranger jos- 
t'ed against him. and stopped to anologize 
in English An acquaintance folowed 
The stranger said he would like ta pre- 
sent the American -to—ah, she was sitting 
just beyond the fountain. Two minutes 
later the American was seated by a woman 
whom the stranger called wife. The strang- 
er disappeared. The band was playing, the 
Cuban night was charming, the senora’g 


eyes were large and luminous, her teeth 
were glistening—the American talked. The 
uext evening he met the senora again in 
the same place, and ngain he talked. He 
met her°’again and again. He talked till 
he talked too much. Even an American 

will tell women things which the rack it- 
self could not draw from him. 

The Soldier Spy. 

The boldest of the Spnish spies is 
soldier. He makes no attempt to disguise 
his contempt for the Americans whose 
steps he is dogging. ‘“‘Americano.”” The 
Spaniards in Havana never utter 
word without an accompanying sneer or 
gesture of contempt. The soldier spy fo!- 
lows the unfortunate American here, there, 
everywhere. His plan of procedure is to at- 
tempt to pass you un one of the narrowest 
of Havana's narrow sidewalks. He pushes 

u aside, roughly. You naturally resent. 
He proceds on his way without a word, 
goes direct to his superior officer, and re- 
ports that Senor So-and-So pushed him, a 
soldier of Spain, violently from the side- 
walk. He had witnesses—fellow of 
course. Charge filed ayainst you—“‘insult- 
Ing the military by laying violent hands 
on a Spanish soldier.”’ That night the clerk 
at your hotel informs you that you have 
been ordered to leave Havana by the first 
steamer. To refuse is to “‘take the 
quences.”” The nature of the said 
quences is not specified. This littte 
was played upon one of the 
newspaper correspondents within 
few days. 

Cabanas prison fs not always the fate 
of the suspected American, is seen in 
the case just mentioned. The fact is that 
the Spanish are not anxious to fill Cabanas 
with American prisoners. Uncle Sam might 
make some inconvenient inquiries. Ihe 
Spantard’s principal object in employing 
apies is to get the American out of Ha- 
vana. 

Sometimes the soldier spy does not guc- 
ceed in trumping up a charge against the 
American/whom he has been set to watch. 
[In that case the job is given to an ofticer. 
The officer contrives to meet the American. 
introduces the victim at the Military Club. 
and is so extremely polite in manner and 
S80 particularly insulting in epeech that the 
American “talks back,’”’ and a row follows. 
In such instances the victim has always 
bee# locked up in Cabanas for “safe keep- 
ing’’ till the next steamer day. Then he 
has been marched aboard the steamer by 
@ file of eight soldiers with fixed bavo- 
nets. 

The spies all speak English, though they 
retend not to understand a word of our 
anguage. Hence, more than one American 
has made indiscreet remarks to a fellow- 
American in the presence of a Spaniard 
whom the American supposed could not 
understand the English tongue. 


Spying at the Hotels. 


The most dangerous, most. monstrous. 
and most despicable of the Spanish spies 
are ‘hotel employees. There is absolutely 
no way of knowing which of these hotel 
rascals is your particular enemy. Who- 
ever he is he sneaks into your room when- 
ever you go out, searches the pockets of 
your clothing, and reads any letters or 
scraps of paper which you have been cuare- 
less to leave exposed. This spy peeps into 
your room through the grating of your 
windows. He forces near yc in the dining 
room, always listening and always hating. 

An American who had been thus watch- 
ed for some weeks asked a hotel porter 
one day to direct a cabman to drive to 
the cemetery to the burial place of the 
Maine’s dead. The porter said a few words 
in Spanish to the cabman, the American 
got in, the cabman lashed his horse. After 
driving for ten minutes the American, who 
had been to the cemetery before, perceived 
that the cabby was driving in the wrong 
direction. Thinking that there had been a 
mistake in giving the destination, the 
American attempted to make the driver 
understand. The driver, however, paid no 
attention to him, and a moment later a 
file of soldiers, issuing from a grate in the 
wall, stopped the carriage, dragged the 
American from it and marched him into 
Cabanas prison. The only exeuse for the 
imprisonment of that young man- a -cor- 
respondent for a New York daily, was that 
he had been seen on three’ several oc- 
casions driving with a Cuban family in 
the Prado. The charge as usual was 
“general conspiracy against the geovern- 
ment."" The next Ward line steamer left 
Havana with that unfortunate correspon- 
dent aboard. 

Sometimes, though very rarely, the spy 
is a Cuban. When a Cuban is bad he 
very bad. Only such a one would sell him- 
self to the enemy of his island and his 
independence. 

With all thq@e spying, prying rascals 
about him, how is it that the American 
does not Keep out of their clutches? Be- 
cause it is utterly impossible to distinguish 
the spy from the ordinary mortal. Things 
are in: such a state here that Americans 
have acquired a habit of saying. ‘‘D—n the 
Spanish.” ‘This, of course, is a seditious 
remark, and, though the American believes 
that only his’ comrade hears it, vet it is 
translated to the palace officials in a way 
that it gives it sufficient significance to 
expel the yankee, 
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have more than once 
““spotted’’ a spy. Sometimes the peeking, 
thieving, lying fellow -has been caught in 
the very act of breaking open a trunk. or 
of stealing important papers. In such cases 
that particular spy reports that he has 
been discovered, and another spy is put 
on in his place. 


Spies Watching General Lee, Too. 


Appeals to Consul General Lee to have 
certain annoyances stopped, and for re- 
dress of certain personal grievances. are 
made jin vain.

The Ellide, Swiftest Craft Afloat is 
Being Fitted Up for Use In War. 


CAN DISTANCE ANY. BOAT 


As a‘Scout Boat and Commerce De- 


stroyer She Will Ze anvaluable. 


Could Overhaul] Any Unarmed Vessel 
That Spain Owns ane Get Away 
from Her Swiftes: Boats. 


New York, April 9.—Now that the speed 
With which a vessel can be driven through 
the water has important a 
factor in the intercepting of a Heet, 
it is not to be wondered at that public 
interest should be centered im the swilt 
marine beauty Ellide, which has been 
placed at the disposal of the United States 
government by its owner, E. burgess War- 
ren, of Philadelphia. 

The Ellide is at prese it 
a torpedo boat and dispatch 
will be of the most valuabie service to 
navy. She is to be equipped with small 
rapid-firing guns, her decks strengthened, 
and the handsome salons given up to the 
Storage of ammunition. 

The Ellide the fastest steam 
afloat. She has actually traveled 
rate of a mile.in 1 minute and 35 seconds, 
and on one occasion has even made better 
time than that. With this speed. the 
fulness of the Ellide in war times 
scarcely be over-estimated. She could travel 
from Key West to Havana in than 
could distance any hostile ship 
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two hours: 

that floats, and sound an alarm along the 
coast ahead of the arrival of a 
hostile ship that the Ellide has sighted 
at sea. She could show a clean pair, of 
heels to a vessel to be feared and overhaul 
and unarmed boat belonging to an enemy's 
marine, no matter how speedy the cralt 
unlucky enough to come in her way. 

Now, while you are thinking about the 
speed of the Ellide, take these facts into 
consideration: She is- 80 feet lomg and 8 
feet 4 inches deep. Her mean draught 
is 3 feet 6 inches. Here is a point that. i 
not to be forgotten as well. The Ellide’s 
planking is of that finest material for a 
boat, double skin mahogany. Otherwise 
she is steel, and it would seem as if, like 
the Coney Island steamboats, “she will 
not burn, she cannot sink.”’ 

She is a combination of the pleasure and 
the speed craft. Her forward deck 13 
feet long, the compass binnacle, the voice 
tubes, and the annunciators. On the port 
sidJe of the Ellide is the refrigerator, and 
china closet, and om tae starboard side is 
the bathroom with toilet accessories. Lwok 
at-the engine which in the machinery 
space that comes next.

Phe Ellide’s boiler is water tubed in a 
polished brass casing. There are two 
steam drums placed over two water drums

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fr ber of solid drawny steel tubes so arranged 


that the gases pass twice the length of 
the beiler among the tubes before enteriig 
the stack, thus practically absorbing all 
the heat from the gases of combustion. The 
boiler is subdivided into two independent 
Sections, to provide against, accident... In 
case a tube should give out in either sec- 
tion, the boat could still be run by the 


remaining section or half-bdéiler power. 


The eighteen-foot dining room comes af- 
ter the machinery space, and next to that 
is the after deck. A permanent wooden 
awning with glass windows runs the full 
length of the boat and éncloses everything 
in stanch and shipshape fashion.

This is 
today the richest and most productive part 
of Ecuador. In my sixty miles’ sail up the 
River Guayas to this city I passed vast ha- | 
ciendas covered with grass as green as the 
fields of Egypt in winter, in which fat cat- 
tle, horses and mules stood up to their bel- 
lies and ate without hav-.ng to bend down 
to reach the gr I passed rich planta 
tions of sugar cane, which here grows to 
the height of ten feet and which grows for 
twenty-five years without replanting. l 
saw vast cacao orchards loaded down with 
the fruit from which our chocolate comes. 
Tall cocoanut palms, bearing green balls 
of fruit as big your head, swayed to 
and fro high above the houses of the plant- 
ers, and strange fruits of so many kinds 
that I cannot give you their names were 
offered to-us again and again. The wharves 
of Guayaquil are lined with the Ecuadorian 
natives who have brought fruit and other 
things to sell. They have melons which 
come from trees, known as the papoya. 
This fruit is of the size of a large musk 
melon, and when opened -its rich yellow 
flesh seems much the same. There are 
many trees here which bear fruits as big 
as your head of one kind or another. The 
buttons on your cost are probably made of 
vegetable ivory from Colombia or Ecuador.

Bunehing eggs is an Easter sport which 
réquires a mass of sand, a soft earth and 
any number of eggs, which should be color- 
ed in order to distinguish them from each 
other. The game is played by two or five 
persons, each of whom has 12 eggs, each 
player having his own color. Holes are 
made in the sand, arranged like the squares 
on an ordinary checker board. Sometimes 
each player has 5) eggs and there are 256 
holes or squares. 

The players take turns, each in order 
placing in the sand one of his eggs. The 
object is o get five eggs in a row, either 
diagonally or from side to side of the 
square: he who first sueceeds in doing this 
wins the game. 

When all the playefs have placed their 
eggs, they may Move them in turn to any 
unoccupied hole, in any direction; all the 
time trying to make the row of five. 

If the total number of eggs is equal to 
the number of holes, there can be no mov- 
ing of eggs and the game ends when all 
are placed in position, if no one has made 
a row of five before that time. 

Every one knows that am egg may be 
colored a pretty pattern by sewing it up in 
calico and boiling it, when the pattern will 
be reproduced on the eggshell. That it 
may be gilded by painting ft over with 
varnish and then laying on gold leaf, or it 
may be ornamented by drawing designs 
with tallow before boiling. The dye wil) 
not color the parts touched by the grease, 
and the design will therefore appear in 
white. 

The process of engraving an egg, 
ever, may not be so well known. Draw 
the design on the egg with melted wax, 
then dip the egg in strong vinegar, which 
will eat away the sheil, except where it 
is protected by the wax; the design will 
be in relief when the wax is removed, which 
can be done by scraping. Varnish is re- 
moved by alcohol. 

If the egg is dyed before removing the 
wax. the design will be in raised white 
lines on a low-colored ground. In this 
case the vinegar must be washed off be- 
fore dyeing. 

For another frolic with eggs, a num- 
ber are placed im a basket, and one per- 
son tosses them, one by one, into another 
basket filled with soft shavings, . while 
another runs to a spot agreed on and back 
again. He who does the task the sooner 
wins all the eggs. 

In old times as Many as twenty dozen 


how- 


richly decorated eggs were piled on one 
dish and kept on the table“during Easter 
week. Every one who came to the house 
was invited to eat an egg with the host, 
and it was impolite to refuse. 

In Russia people call on their friends 
on Easter as we do on New Year's and ex- 
change eggs with them.

An Historical Ring. 


The ring treasured by the descendants of 
Franklin Pierce, president of the United 
States, is interesting for several reasons, 
for one thing it weighs nearly a pouni. 

It was presented by his friends in Cali- 
fornia, and is unique among rings, having 
no equal in the world. It is of gold dug 
from a California mine; the circular por- 
tion is cut into squares, which stand at 
right angles to each other, and each is 
embellished with an odd design, the entire 
group representing a pictorial history of 
California. 

There is a grizzly bear in a 
attitude; a deer bounding down a slope; 
an enraged snake; a soaring eagle and a 
salmon. Upon another square is an Indian 
with bow and arrow and a native moun- 
taineer on horseback throwing his lasso. 
Next peeps out a Californian tent and a 
miner at work with his pick; these designs 
are surmounted by two American flags, 
with poles crossed and groups of stars in 
the angles. The part of the ring reserved 
for the seal is covered by a deeply carved 
plate of gold, with California’s arms, sur- 
mounted by the flag and inscribed with 
“Frank Pierce’ in old Roman characters. 

This lid opens with a hinge and shows 
beneath a square box divided by bars of 
gold into nine separate compartments, 
each containing a pure specimen of the 
varieties of ore found in the state. 

The inscription within reads: “Presented 
to Franklin Pierce, the Fourteenth Presi- 
dent of the United States."” The ring is 
valued at $2,000. 
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Saved a Foe’s Life.

“4 most pathetic aS well as one of 
most heroic incidents of the war between 
the states occurred on the first day of the 
battle of Gettysburg,” saiq Judge Thomas 
J. (Mackey, of South Carolina, a few even- 
ings ago. 

**‘Lee never intended to give battle at that 
point, where the federals held vantage 
ground, but was drawn:into the battle by a 
question of shoes. This last point may 
seem strange, but it is nevertheless true, 
Pettigrew's North Carolina division was 
barefvoted, and got permission to go into 
the town of Gettysburg to get a supply of 
shees from the stores. The soldiers there 
met a federal furce and became engaged 
otly. Each side re-enforced heavily, and 
the battle ended with a decided advantage 
on the part of the confederates who held 
the field. 

“As General John B. Gondon’'s brigade 
was advancing, during the heat of batile, 
he saw a federal genera] lying wounded and 
apparently dying right in the path. He dis- 
mounted, and raising the nead of the 
wounded officer, which lay in a hollow, 
placed a knapsack beneatn it. He then

“While the shot and shel] were plowing 
up the ground General Gordon read aloud 
the letter of a noble, patriotic woman to 
her dving husband. When he had finished 
reading it General Burlow requested him 
to tear up all the letters, as he did not 
wish ‘them to be profaned by the eyes of 
strangers. 

“General Gordon bade him goodhy and 
hurried forward ta overtake his command. 
He then sent a flag of truce by messanger 
to General Meade at his headquarters, The 
messenger was informed where Mrs. Bar- 
low might be feund. On receiving General 
Gordon's note she hastened to her husband 
on the field of battle under fire. She feund 
him, and, under careful. nursing, he re- 
covered health and strength. 

“General Gordon and the brave officer 
whom he succored on®the feld of Gettys- 
burg met again about fifteen years after 
the date of the incident I have related. 
Gordon was then a United States senaior 
from Georgia and Barlow was attorney 
general of the state of New York. At a 
dinner given by Mr. Potter. a representa- 
tive in congress from New York. a gentle- 
man was introduced to Gordon as General 
Barlow, of New York city. 

“General Gordon scanned him closely and 
observed: 

‘“*Was General Bariow, the brave eso'dier 
of the union army, who was killed at Get- 
tysburg, relateyl to vou, sfr? 

*“*Though not with literal fidelitv to his- 
toric truth, ves, alr, verv elnaaly related’ 
was the prompt reply. ‘I am the General 
Barlow who was killed at Gettysbure, and 

reeognize in vou the General Gordon 
whose soldiers killed me.’ 

“T'pon that announcement 
each other such cordial proof’e 
esteem as served to illustrate that no 
hands clasp so wafmiv. at least among 
Americans, as those that have sheathed 
the sword, after having drawn it in !.attle. 

“This incident serves to emblazon rhe 
truth of General Lamar’s iitterance in his 
seveech upon the death of Senator Charies 
Sumner, delivered in the house of represen- 
tatives, when -?% said: ‘Americans, know 
one another and you will love one «un- 
other.’ ”’

The oldest of sciences is probably astrol- 
ogy. No other can boast such an illus- 
trious list of names among its believers 
and exponents. It was the favorite study 
among the Egyptian priests in the days 
of Pharaoh and Rameses; we are told 
that Moses taught and professed it, inde- 
pendently of the gift of prophecy. Solomon 
did not consider himself too wise to learn 
from the astrologers, and David owed his 
escape from Saul at the time when the latter 
Was coming to besiege him in Keilal to their 
advice. The Magi, or wise men, of the 
Persians were astrologers, and the remark- 
able future which the science foretold for 
the youthful Mahomet (which was fully 
realized) made it a religious institution 
among the followers of the prophet of 
Mecca. ' 

So much for the past of astrology. Most 
persons no doubt believe that it is today 
an obsolete science. Such is not the case. 
There are at present in New York city 
nearly a dozen astrologers, soothsayers, 
star readers or horoscope casters, as they 
variously elect to cail themselves. There 
are others scattered about in various parts 
of the country, and altogether the profes- 
sion seems to be in a flourishing and pros- 
perous condition. It certainly is not with- 
out its devotees. The headquarters of the 
best known New York astrologer is locate] 
in one of the Park row sky&s&cmpers. This 
seer occupies'a suite of offices equipped 
with desks, typewriters, telephone and all 
the paraphernalia of the modern business 
establishment. A procession of clients 
keeps the astrologer busy all day long. 

Astor, for this is the astrologer’s name. 
does not. look jike an exponent of ancient 
occultism. He has a business-like manner 
and might easily be mistaken for a broker 
or a lawyer. There is no suggestion of 
hidden mysteries about his workshop: ev- 
erything is plain, modern and common- 
place. 

The spectacle afforded by the ster dictat- 
ing the mystic lore of 5,000 years ago é@o 
a modern graphophone may seem a trifle 
incongruous, but it merely goes: to show 
that astrology, as practiced at the present 
time, is strictly up to date.
